CHURCH MEMBERSHIP: On 13 September 1635, "Margery Eames” was 
admitted to Charlestown church [(ChChR 8}. 

His admission to Hingham church prior to 9 March 16367 implied by 
freemanship. As a consequence of the Hingham militia controversy in 
1645, Anthony Eames ‘and some twelve more of them,” responding to 
Rev. Peter Hobart’s desire to excommunicate them, “withdrew from the 
church, and openly declared it in the congregation” |W] 2:288}. 
FREEMAN: 9 March 1636/7 (second in a sequence of five Hingham men) 
[MBCR 1:372}. 

Propounded for Plymouth Colony freemanship (as "Mr. Anthony 
Aimes’), 3 June 1652 [PCR 3:8]; admitted (as "Mr, Anthony Eames”), 7 June 
1653 [PCR 3:30] and included in Marshfield section of 1658 and 29 May 
1670 Plymouth Colony lists of freemen (as "Mr. Anthoney Eames”) [PCR 
5:277, 8:201}. 

EDUCATION: The range of offices to which he was appointed indicates a 
level of education above the norm. He signed his name to his 1670 deed 
[PCLR 5-416}. 

OFFICES: Deputy for Hingham to Massachusetts Bay General Court, 18 
April 1637, 17 May 1637, 26 September 1637, 12 March 1637/8, 6 September 
1638, 13 March 1638/9, 7 March 1643/4 [MBCR 1:192, 194, 204, 220, 235, 250, 
2-55}, 

On 20 November 1637, "Sergeant Anthony Eames” was one of three 
men “appointed to measure three miles southward from the 
southernmost part of the bay, & to run the line east unto the sea” [MBCR 
1:211). On 28 May 1659, "in answer to the petition of Anthony Eames, 
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who affirming that himself, with Mr. Busby & Robjer}t Martin, were not 
only appointed to run the line between this patent & Plimouth patent, 
which was performed by them, but was promised satisfaction for their 
time & charge, which he never received, & therefore humbly desireth that 
he may have due satisfaction for his time & pains, or that his son-in-law, 
Michaell Pearse, may be freed of a fine which was laid upon him by the 
County court in June last, the Court judgeth it meet to order the country 
treasurer to examine the accounts of the petitioner in reference to the 
premises, & that payment be made of what shall be found to be his just 
due out of the country treasury” (MBCR 4:1:380-81], 

On 12 March 1637/8, Anthony Eames was the Hingham member of a 
colony committee to assess the towns for the expenses of the Pequot War 
[MBCR 1:225}. 

Commissioner to end small causes for Hingham, 6 September 1638, 22 
May 1639, 2 June 1641, 6 May 1646 [MBCR 1:239, 259, 329, 2:157, 3:74] 

Deputy for Marshfield to Plymouth General Court, 7 June 1653, 7 March 
1653/4, 6 June 1654, 1 August 1654, 8 June 1655, 3 June 1656, 3 June 1657, 1 
June 1658, 4 June 1661 [PCR 3:32, 44, 49, 63, 80, 99, 115, 135, 214]. 
Committee "to see that the three score acres of meadow at Conahassett 
belonging to the town of Hingham be laid out according to the act of the 
commissioners concerning the same,” 4 August 1654 {PCR 3:63). 
Committee to divide land of Arthur Howland and Thomas 
Chillingworth, 3 June 1656 [PCR 3:102]. Committee to “take into serious 
consideration what way to take for the accommodation of our honored 
governor and magistrates in making provision for them as occasion doth 
require,” 3 June 1657 [PCR 3:120}. 

Sergeant by 20 November 1637 [MBCR 1:211]. Chosen Lieutenant of 
Hingham train band about 1638, and continued in that office until 1645, 
when he was chosen Captain [W] 2:271]. (The decision of the town to 
make him captain in 1645 was soon reversed, and the ensuing 
controversy escalated into a major constitutional crisis for the entire 
colony, for further discussion of which see COMMENTS below.) 

Plymouth Council of War, 3 June 1657 [PCR 3:117]. 

ESTATE: Granted a planting lot of eight acres "at Newtowne line on the 
north side of the highway” in Charlestown, 10 January 1634/5 [ChTr 12). 
In 1635 "Antho[ny] Eames” held five cow commons, which was then 
increased to six cow commons [ChTR 19, 20}. 

“The several parcels of land and meadow legally given unto Anthonye 
Eames by the town of Hingham’: "for a house lot eight acres of land,” 
1636; “for a planting lot six acres of land lying in the Plain Neck,” 1636; 
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“four acres of salt marsh lying in Layford’s Liking Meadow,” 1636; ‘six 
acres of planting land lying in the Plain Neck by the fresh river,” 1636; “for 
a great lot twenty-five acres of land,” 1636; “three acres of fresh meadow 
joining unto his house lot,” 1637; "two acres of fresh meadow lying in 
Brookes Meadow,” 1637; and “three acres and a quarter of salt marsh at 
Convehassett, it’s the second lot in the third division,” 1647 [HiBOP 92- 
93]. 

On 10 December 1651, Francis Godfrey of Marshfield, carpenter, sold to 
"Anthony Eames and Mark Eames the son of the said Anthony both of 
them of Hingham .. a certain parcel of land containing one hundred 
acres be it more or less together with one dwelling house upon it with all 
the appurtenances belonging thereunto lying upon the North River in 
the Colony of New Plymouth ... with all the meadow ground belonging 
thereunto” [PCR 12:206-7]. 

On 14 May 1670, "Anthony Eames Senior of Marshfield” deeded to "my 
son Justus Eames my house and land the which I bought of Francis 
Godfrey"; acknowledged by the grantor on 28 June 1670 [PCLR 5-416]

COMMENTS: On 31 March 1634, “Antony E&mes” appears on the 
passenger list of the Recovery, preparing to sail for New England from 
Weymouth, Dorsetshire |NGSQ 71:171, 77:249-55}. 

*Antho[ny] Eames” was admitted as an inhabitant of Charlestown in 
1634 (ChTR 11], and was included in the January 1634/5 list of 
Charlestown inhabitants [ChTR 15]. On 10 February 1634/5, he signed the 
town order creating the office of selectman [ChTR 13}. 

On 14 May 1645, John Winthrop, at that time Deputy Governor, 
reported that the "town of Hingham, having one Emes their lieutenant 
seven or eight years, had lately chosen him to be their captain, and had 
presented him to the standing council for allowance; but before it was 
accomplished, the greater part of the town took some light occasion of 
offense against him, and chose one Allen to be their captain, and 
presented him to the magistrates” [WJ 2:271]. The Hingham majority 
accomplished their immediate goal of excluding Eames from the 
captaincy, but in the process they precipitated a two-months-long 
constitutional controversy in Massachusetts Bay Colony, setting the 
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magistrates (the upper house of the General Court) against the deputies 
(the lower house), and eventually attacking Winthrop directly and 
attempting unsuccessfully to impeach him [MBCR 2:113, 3:17-26; W] 
2:271-86, 288]. (Robert Emmet Wall Jr., in the course of his examination of 
Massachusetts Bay power struggles in the 1640s, has produced the most 
detailed modern account of this controversy [Chapter Three, "The 
Hingham Militia Case,” in Massachusetts Bay: The Crucial Decade, 1640-1650 
(New Haven 1972), pp, 93-120),) 

After suffering the indignity of being removed as leader of the 
Hingham train band in 1645, Anthony Eames continued to reside in 
Hingham for nearly seven years more, being appointed commissioner to 
end small causes in 1646, but apparently serving in no other public office 
during that period. 

In late 1651 Eames and his son Mark purchased land in Marshfield, and 
had moved there by the middle of 1652. The town of Marshfield clearly 
judged that Eames was still a valuable civil servant, and appointed him to 
many offices from 1653 to 1661. In the latter year, when he was in his late 
sixties, his appointment to offices ceased abruptly, although he lived for 
many years more. 

On 3 March 16623, a colony committee was ordered to "repair unto the 
house of Mr. Anthony Eames, at the North River, and there to give 
meeting unto Major Winslow’ [PCR 4:30]. On 1 August 1665, "Mr. Eames 
Senior” was one of several witnesses in a controversy over a horse [PCR 
4:103}. On 29 May 1670, "Mr. Anthony Eames” was included in the 
Marshfield section of the Plymouth Colony list of freemen [PCR 5:277]. 
These three slight references to Anthony Eames over a period of ten years 
are all of a passive nature, and it may be that in 1661 he had become 
debilitated in some way, so that he could not continue to serve as he had 
in the past. 

There is apparently no document which states explicitly the parentage 
of Millicent, wife of William Sprague, but the identity is supported by 
much indirect evidence. Alice Sprague, sister of the three immigrant 
Sprague brothers, had married at Fordington St George a Richard Eames; 
several children of Anthony Eames (not including Millicent) were 
baptized at Fordington St George; Anthony Eames was apparently son of 
Thomas and Millicent ( ) Eames [Spragues of Malden 34-37]. The 
marriage of William Sprague and Millicent apparently took place in late 
1634 or early 1635, not long after Anthony Eames arrived in New England 
and settled at Charlestown, and Anthony Eames and William Sprague 
moved from Charlestown to Hingham at about the same time. William 
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and Millicent named their eldest son Anthony. Inasmuch as the marriage 
of Anthony Eames and the baptism of his presumed eldest child Millicent 
do not appear in the Fordington St George records, it may be that these 
events occurred in the home parish of Anthony's wife [GMB 3:1738].

ROBERT EARLY 


On 24 March 1633/4, "Robert Early” was one of six men “intended” for 
passage on the Mary & John of London, preparing to depart from 
Portsmouth, but now supposed “to pass in the Hercules” [Drake's 
Founders 71]. 


COMMENTS: No record of this supposed passenger has been found in 
New England. Examination of this group of six men suggests that none 
of them sailed on the Hercules in 1634 (see sketch of THOMAS FOSTER).

15 October 1730: 


Will of Capt. Benj. Pierce. In the name of God Amen. This 
fourth day of November Anno Domini, One Thousand Seven Hundred 
and twenty nine. In the third year of his magisties reign, etc. 

I Benjamin Pierce of Scituate in ye County of Plymouth in 
New England, Gent. being of sound mind, and memory (Blessed be 
God for it) Do make and ordain this my last will and testament 
in manner and form following, viz. 

First of all I commend my soul to God that gave it and my 
body to decent Burial at the Discretion of my executor 
hereafter named. And as touching my worldly Estate which God 
hath allowed me. All my just debts and funeral charges being 
first and fully paid. I give devise and dispose of ye same in 
manner and form following, viz. 

Imprimis. I give and bequeath unto my beloved wife 
Elizabeth Pierce all that estate or goods which she brought to 
me in marriage which shall remain att my Decease. I also give 
to my wife thirty pounds in Bills of Credit or in Goods 
equivalent thereto in value, as by covenant agreed upon before 
marriage. I also give her a cow and its keeping winter and 
summer to be done and performed by my son Elisha one of my 
Executors. I also give unto my wife five pounds in Bills of 
Credit or other pay equivalent to be paid to her yearly and 
every year during her natural life after my decease to be paid 
by ye aforesaid Executor. 

Now in case she quits all claim to the thirty pounds above 
mentioned I give her for her use as long as she shall remain my 
widow ye particulars hereafter mentioned viz. I give her ye use 
of that room in my house wherein we now dwell together with all 
the furniture thereunto belonging - Except ye trundle bed my 
Chest - the Doggs of Iron ye fire shovels and tongs and my 
small box - I also give her convenient cellar room likewise all 
the meat and corn and such like provisions as shall be in store 
for the subsistence of my Family att my Decease, also five 
bushels of Indian corn and two bushels of Rye to be paid to her 
yearly, and five cords of good burningsolid wood for Fuel to be 
brought to her door every year so long as she continues to 
dwell in the Room afore allowed her.

On2 October 1637 "Webb Adey" was one of four men “presented for 
cteorderty living, & therefore to be required to give an account of how 
they live [PCR 1:68]. On 5 June 1638 he was presented "for working 
upon the Lord's day in his garden’ and “for disorderly living in idleness 
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& nastyness", he was sentenced to sit in the stocks, to provide himself 
with a master before the next court, and, "for the convenient apparelling 
of him to be fit for service, either to let or sell his house & garden to any 
that will either take or purchase the same” [PCR 1:86, 87], on 2 July 
1638 he was ordered to serve Thomas Prence, his house and lands “to be 
set to them that will give the most for them,” and his goods to be sold to 
cover his debts [PCR 1:91]. On 2 July 1638 he was again found guilty of 
working on the Sabbath, and again sentenced to sit in the stocks [PCR 
1:92]. On 29 August 1638 "Web Adey* sold to Mr. John Jenny for £17 
12s. “his house and garden place adjoining scituate in Plymouth, togeth- 
er with three acres of lands in the New Field” (PCR 12:35]. On 1 March 
1641/2 Webb Adey was presented again for disorderly living, and on 7 
June 1642 was jailed for the same [PCR 2:36, 42}. 

In an instrument recorded on 24 September 1645, John Harmon sold 
to Webb Adey "six acres of upland lying in the New Field on the west 
side of the lands of Andrew Ring” [PCR 12:113-14). 

On 4 March 1651/2 [the day of his death] "Webb Audey* made a nun- 
cupative will, in which he noted that he had sold a house to Thomas 
Sherive for £4 5s., of which only 6s, had been paid, and asked that of the 
remainder left due, £1 10s. go to Mr. John Reyner, teacher, and the rest 
be used for funeral expenses; then, "being demanded what he would do 
with his other house, he said there was poor enough in the town’, finally, 
out of the debts due him, he bequeathed one bushel of corn to Goodman 
Pratt, and a half-bushel of corn each to Goodman Savory and Goodman 
Sherive. His inventory, taken 17 March 1651/2, totalled £7 7s. 10d., of 
which £2 10s. was real estate: one small house and garden, £1 10s.; one 
parcel of land in the New Field, about 12 acres, £1. In the settlement of 
his estate, dated 4 May 1652, the small house and garden were given to 
John Reyner to satisfy the bequest of 30s., and 17s. in movables was 
given to John Bower for his troubles in administering the estate [ PCPR 
1:104; MD 11:8-9].

COMMENTS: On 5 March 1638/9 Ralph Gorham the cider was present- 
ed for beating Webb Adey [PCR 1-118). 

Webb Adey is probably the best-recorded antisocial pauper in 
Plymouth Colony. Although he seems to have done his best at all times 
to live by his own rules and not those of the Colony, he did receive 
grants of land, and at his death had not one house but two. 

In some records his names are reversed, and he appears as Addy 
Webb: this version of his name is seen only at his first appearance, in the

frequently before the courts as plainuffs or defendants, or who were not 
otherwise controversial. Jacob Barney is a clear exception to this prac- 
tice, for he served frequently at every level, and yet did many things 
which could not have endeared him to the community leaders, such as 
opposing Robert Child's sentence, refusing on more than one occasion 
to serve in office, or engaging in a decades-long dispute with the In- 
gersoll family. His talents were obviously of sufficient importance that 
other leading citizens were willing to overlook his antisocial activities,

COMMENTS; The dates of birth for the last two children are obviously 
too close, and Savage has corrected the year of birth for Elizabeth to 
1659, but given the long gap between Mary and Rebecca, the more like- 
ly solution is that Rebecca was born in 1656. 

Bond gives William a son William "mentioned in his father’s will,” and 
is followed in this by Savage. Bond must have misread the will, which 
refers to “William Barsham the son of my son John Barsham." Joshua 
apparently never married, and Nathaniel had no children, so the only 
grandson with the Barsham surname was this William, son of John. 

William Barsham refers to his daughter Sarah only as “Sarah Browne,” 
and on this basis various Brown families have claimed her as the wife of 
some man with an otherwise unidentified wife Sarah. In Torrey’s index 
"Sarah [Barsham?]" is suggested as the wife of John Brown of Reading 
(as his second wife, the marriage taking place on 14 November 1681) 
and of William Brown of Salem and Marblehead (the marriage taking 
place by 1669). 
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When Sarah Barsham’s brother Nathaniel made his will on 10 May 
1716 he, like his father, referred unhelpfully to “my sister (worn) 
Brown,” but also in his probate packet was the following deposition: 


William Bond, Jonas Bond and Hepzibah Bond do testify & say 
that we being all related to Capt. Nathanill Barsham and very 
conversant at his house both formerly and lately we do well re- 
member that many of his relations who were sister's children 
lived with the said Capt. Barsham many years, some a longer, 
some a short time, as namely Abigail Spring, Susannah Spring, 
Andrew Mansfeild, Bethiah Mansfeild and Nathanill Brown 
(MPR Case #1328). 


‘The affiants were related to Elizabeth Bond, Nathaniel Barsham’s wife, 
and the first two relations named were children of John and Hannah 
(Barsham) Spring. This document proves that the Sarah Barsham who 
married Samuel Mansfield in Lynn was this daughter of William Bar- 
sham, and that she married second a Brown, by whom she had a son 
Nathaniel. Samuel Mansfield died in 1679, and "the father of Samuel 
Mansfield, and the father of the wife, with the consent of the wile, chose 
and empowered Mr. Thomas Laughton Sr., Andrew Mansfield and 
Nathaniel Bersham to divide the estate” [EPR 3:306-07]. ‘The chronol- 
ogy climinates William Brown of Salem and Marblehead as a candidate 
for Sarah's second husband, as that man was supposed to have marned 
her by 1669, far too early. 

The record of the second marriage of John Brown of Reading comes 
from the vital records sent to the county clerk for recording, and not 
from the town records. This entry gives the date of the marriage, 14 
November 1681, but not the surname of the bride. John and Sarah 
Brown of Reading did have a son Nathanicl, born 22 April 1688, who in 
turn named one of his daughters Bethia, presumably for his elder half- 
sister [TAG 30:16]. Reading and Lynn at that time shared a common 
boundary, and a number of close relatives of Samuel Mansfield lived in 
Reading in this same time period, These clues all add up to the conclu- 
sion that this John Brown was the second husband of Sarah Barsham, 

When William Barsham made his will his daughter Rebecca had been 
married to Edward Winship for just over three months. This explains 
the bequest to her of two parcels of land and half the household goods, 
which must have been her marriage portion, as it was equal to the legacy 
received by her younger, unmarried sister, and more than what was 
received by the other married daughters.

"Willyam Cowlishawe and Anne his wife and Sarah Morrice the said 
Anne's daughter" were admitted to Boston church in October 1633 
[BCAR 16]. 


“William Collishawe" was made a freeman 4 March 1633/4 [MBCR 
1:368). 


COMMENTS: No further record seen for any of these three people. 
William Collishaw/Cowlishaw must have died or returned to England 
soon. The two women may have died, returned to England or married 
in New England.

RETURN TRIPS: Not seen in New England after 1630, so perhaps 
returned to England by then 


OCCUPATION: Grocer (in England). 

OFFICES: Massachusetts Bay trial jury, 9 November 1630 [MBCR 
1:81). 

ESTATE: In the 1623 Plymouth land division "Christopher Connaat’ 
was granted one acre as a passenger on the Anne in 1623 [PCR 12:5}. 


BIRTH: Baptized East Budleigh, Devonshire, 13 June 1588, son of 
Richard and Agnes (Clarke) Conant [Conant Gen 13, 56). 

DEATH: After 9 November 1630, place unknown. 

MARRIAGE: (1) St. Ann Blackfriars, London, 13 August 1617 Sicily 
Croxon, "Mrs. Cannant” bur. St. Lawrence Jewry 19 August 1618 "in the 
Sout Ie near the Lower End* [NEHGR 147:239]. 
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(2) Shobrooke, Devonshire, 14 September 1619 "Christopher Conant, 
of London, merchant, and Mrs. Anne Wilton.” 
CHILDREN: None recorded. 
ASSOCIATIONS: Brother of ROGER CONANT of Salem. 


COMMENTS: We have assumed here that all these records pertain to 
the same Christopher Conant. The two marriages in England would 
seem to belong to the brother of Roger Conant, since the first occurred 
in the same parish as did Roger's marriage, and the second called him of 
London. 

In Plymouth in 1623 Christopher Conant received only one acre, im- 
plying that he did not have with him a wife or children. It may be, then, 
that his second wife had died very soon after marriage and that 
Christopher was again a single man. 

Since he was not in Plymouth in 1627, but was in Massachusetts Bay in 
late 1630, it may be hypothesized that he followed his brother Roger to 
Nantasket, then to Cape Ann and Naumkeag. But the mystery remains 
as to why he vanished so completely from the records after 1630.

He signed the composition bond of his brother, 
John, 20 January 1619/20 as "Roger Conant, salter,” implying that he 
was free of the Salters’ Company and a Citizen of London [Conant Gen 
#9). 

CHURCH MEMBERSHIP: ‘Roger Connant” is in the list of Salem 
church members compiled in late 1636 [SChR 5]. 

FREEMAN: Requested 19 October 1631 (as "Mr. Roger Conant") and 
admitted 18 May 1631 [MBCR 1:79, 366). 

EDUCATION: His hand is seen on many documents at Essex court and 
in the early Salem Town records. "Mr. Roger Conant" was one of those 
chosen to consider how to lay the division of Marblehead neck so that it 
would not “hinder the building of a college,” 18 April 1636 [STR 1:16; 
Morison 162).

ASSOCIATIONS: Christopher Conant who received one acre in 
Plymouth Colony in 1623 as a passenger on the Anne, was Roger's 
brother [PCR 12:5]. 


COMMENTS: Despite Roger Conant’s prominence and his reputation 
as the leader among the Old Planters, there are a number of disquieting 
questions which still hover about him. Although we do not claim to have 
resolved these questions here, we would like to propose an interpreta- 
tion that would provide a relatively simple answer, 

The questions come in two groups. First, did Roger Conant reside at 
Plymouth when he first arrived, and was he the salter who arrived in 
1624 with Rev. JOHN LYFORD and who was described uncharitably by 
Bradford? Second, given the great advantages available to Conant, in- 
cluding his many prominent connections in English Puritan circles, and 
his appointment in 1625 to direct the activities of the Dorchester Ad- 
venturers at Cape Ann, why did he not take a larger part in the affairs of 
Massachusetts Bay after the early 1630s? 

Attempts to place Conant and his family on one ship or another face 
an inconsistency in the records that defies certain resolution. The 28 
May 1671 petition of Roger Conant places his arrival in New England 
before May of 1623: 

"The humble petition of Roger Conant of Bass River alias Beverly, 
who have been a planter in New England forty-eight years and up- 
ward, being one of the first, if not the first, that resolved and made 
good my settlement under God, in matter of plantation with my 
family, in this colony of the Massachusetts Bay, and have been in- 
strumental, both for the founding and carrying on of the same, and 
when in the infancy thereof, it was in great hazard of being 
deserted, | was a means, through grace assisting me, to stop the 
flight of those few that then were here with me, and that by my ut- 
ter denial to go away with them, who would have gone cither for 
England or mostly for Virginia, but hereupon stayed to the hazard 
of our lives. Now my humble suit and request is unto this 
honorable court only that the name of our town or plantation may 
be altered or changed from Beverly and be called Budleigh. I have 
two reasons that have moved me to this request. ‘The first is the 
great dislike and discontent of many of our people for this name of 
Beverly, because (we being but a small place) it hath caused on us a 
constant nickname of "beggarly*, being in the mouths of many, and 
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no order was given or consent by the people here to their agent for 
any name until they were sure of being a town granted in the firs 
place. Secondly, | being the first that had house in Salem (and 
never had any hand in naming cither that or any other town) and 
myself with those that were then with me, being all from the west- 
ern part of England, desire this western name of Budleigh, a 
market town of Devonshire and near unto the sea as we are bere, in 
this place and where myself was born. Now in regard of our first 
ness and antiquity in this so famous a colony, we should humbly re- 
quest this litte privilege with your favors and consent, to give this 
name abovesaid unto our town. | never yet made suit or request 
unto the General Court for the least matter, tho’ I think I might a 
well have done, as many others have, who have obtained much 
without hazard of life or prefering the public good before their own 
interest, which I praise God | have done ..." [Conant Gen 116-17, 
citing MA Arch 112:217). 

Hubbard would have Conant at Plymouth initially, either contradicting 
Conant who said he came before May 1623 or the Plymouth Colony 
records which make no allotment of land to Conant in 1623 when eves 
single women who came on the Anne and refugees from the failed settle- 
ment at Wessgusset received their shares by name [PCR 12:5-6), 

Robert Cushman wrote to Bradford 24 January 1623[/4] saying “the 
salt-man [we have sent) is a skillful & industrious man, put some to him 
that may quickly apprehend the mystery of it ..." [Bradford 373), bu 
Bradford refers to this person in less glowing terms: 

-he whom they sent to make salt was an ignorant, foolish, 
selfwilled fellow ... he caused them to send carpenters to reara 
great frame for a large house, to receive the salt & such other uses. 
But in the end all proved vain. Then he laid fault of the ground, im 
which he was deceived; but if he might have the lighter to carry 
clay, he was sure then he could do it ... he could not do anything but 
boil salt in pans, and yet would make them that were joined with 
him believe there was so great a mystery in it as was not easy to be 
attained, and made them do many unnecessary things to blind their 
eyes, till they discerned his subtlety. The next year he was sent 
Cape Anne and the pans were set up there where the fishing was, 
but before summer was out, he burnt the house, and the fire was so 
vehement as it spoiled the pans ... [Bradford 146-47], 
Hubbard says: 

There (Nantasket) Mr. Roger Conant, with some few others, after 
Mr. Lyford and Mr. Oldham were, for some offence, real or sup 
posed, discharged from having anything more to do at Plymouth, 
found a place of retirement and reception for themselves and 
families for a space of a year and some few months, till a door was 
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opened for them at Cape Anne, a place on the other side of the Bay, 
whither they removed about the year 1625 [Hubbard 102). 
He further says: 

-» Mr. White with the rest of the Adventurers, hearing of some reli- 
gious and well-affected persons ... of which number Mr. Roger Con- 
ant was onc, a religious, sober and prudent gentleman, yet surviv- 
ing about Salem till the year 1680, wherein he finished his pil- 
gtimage, having a great hand in all these forementioned transac- 
tions about Cape Anne ... [Hubbard 106]. 

From these remarks it is assumed that Hubbard was acquainted with 
Roger Conant and had at some time perhaps discussed the history with 
him. To go on, ' 

- they pitched upon him, the said Conant, for the managing and 
government of their affairs at Cape Anne. The information he had 
of him was from one Mr. Conant, a brother of his, and well known 
to Mr. White; and he was so well satisfied therein, that he engaged 
Mr. Humphrey, the treasurer of the joint Adventurers, to write to 
him in their names, and to signify that they had chosen him to be 
their governor in that place, and would commit unto him the 
charge of all their affairs... 

It must here be noted, that Mr. Roger Conant, on the foresaid oc- 
casion made the superintendent of their affairs [at Cape Ann}, dis- 
liked the place as much as the Adventurers disliked the business; 
and therefore, in the meanwhile, had made some inquiry into a 
more commodious place near adjoining, on the other side of a 
creek, called Naumkeag, a little to the westward, where was much 
better encouragement as to the design of a plantation, than that 
which they had attempted upon before at Cape Anne, secretly con- 
ceiving in his mind, that in following times (as since is fallen out) it 
might prove a receptacle for such as upon the account of religion 
would be willing to begin a foreign plantation in this part of the 
world; to which he gave some intimation to his friends in England 
(Hubbard 106-07}. 

Hubbard would have "Mr. Roger Conant” settle briefly at Nantasket 
with Mr. Oldham (whom Conant certainly knew and respected, yet no 
direct evidence supports his presence), then choose Cape Ann "a place on 
the other side of the Bay (more convenient for those that belong to the 
tribe of Zebulon than for those that chose to dwell in the tents of Is- 
sachar), wither they removed about the year 1625" [Young 20, 25). 
Hubbard further says that Mr. Roger Conant was present at Cape Ann 
in 1625 and helped to resolve the dispute between Capt. Standish and 
Mr. Hewes over the fishing stages at Cape Ann [Young 33-4, MD 5:80}. 

The dispute grew to be very hot, and high words passed between 
them, which might have ended in blows, if not in blood and 
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slaughter, had not the prudence and moderation of Mr. Roger Con- 
ant, at that time there present, and Mr. Peirce's interposition, that 
lay just by with his ship, timely prevented [Young 33}. 

These events closely parallel Bradford's history of the salter, but no 
one agrees on the personal traits of this individual. Hubbard again cass 
Conant in the role of peacemaker when Mr. Endicott and his company 
come to take the reins from the old planters in 1628 and a controversy 
arose over the changing of the name of the settlement from "Nahum- 
keik" to Salem: 

..the late controversy that had been agitated with too much 
animosity betwixt the forementioned Dorchester planters and their 
new agent, Mr. Endicot, and his company then sent over, being by 
the prudent moderation of Mr. Conant, agent before for the Dor- 
chester merchants, quietly composed ... | Young 31). 

A possible resolution of the seeming conflict among all these accounts 
is that they do indeed refer to one man, Roger Conant, but as seen 
through different sets of eyes. If Conant were one of Hubbard's regular 
informants, as seems quite likely, then he could well have fed the histon- 
an with slanted versions of his part in the early history of Massachusets 
Bay. Bradford, on the other hand, with no stake in Conant’s reputation, 
was speaking his mind, even though he did not name the subject of bis 
wrath, perhaps out of respect for the living. 

This combination of great promises but little results (as reported by 
Bradford) and the willingness to distort his actions in hindsight (if we are 
interpreting correctly Conant’s influence on Hubbard) may be the cob 
lection of character faults which prevented Conant from rising beyond 
local importance in the later history of Massachusetts Bay, despite his 
great carly advantages. 

Another point should be made here. Bradford is speaking of a saker, 
and we do know there was at least one other salter in Plymouth in these 
carly years, William Hilton. But Hilton had already arrived in Plymouth 
in 1621 and could not have been the man sent over by Cushmania 
1624. On the other hand, to suppose that Conant is not the mas 
castigated by Bradford we would have to assume that there were three 
salters in Plymouth and vicinity during this brief time, which seems as 
EXCESS. 

We take the position, then, that Conant arrived in 1624 (and therefore 
made an error of one year in his petition nearly half a century later) 
resided briefly at Plymouth, Nantasket and Cape Ann, and then sealed 
Salem. 

Roger Conant deposed on 29 November 1664 about being one of the 
first inhabitants of the town of Salem, and one of the lot layers there 
{EQC 3:207]. 

In depositions some twenty years after the fact, we learn that Roger 
Conant was in partnership in the 1630s with Peter Palfrey, Anthooy

Dike and Mr. Francis Johnson, in an enterprise to collect and ship 
beaver skins and other goods [EQC 1:409, 2:22-4}. 

At court 25 June 1678 "Mr. Roger Conant, aged about cighty-six years” 
deposed that about six or eight years since, William Hoar's two 
daughters, Mary and Elizabeth came to his house to buy apples. While 
he was in the cellar, he had enough canvas stolen to make a lady's apron, 
no one being in the house but them. Later he met one of them and 
asked why they had stolen his canvas, and she replied that it was not she, 
if anybody, it was her sister (EQC 7:50). 

On 4 June 1679 "Mr. Roger Conant, aged about cighty-seven years” 
that sixteen years ago Benjamin Balch and Mary Balch, widow 
i! ay Balch, now wife of William Dodge, came to an agreement [EQC

WILLIAM CONNER 


William Conner received one acre in the 1623 Plymouth land division as 
a passenger on the Fortune in 1621 [PCR 12:5). 


COMMENTS: As he is not seen in the 1627 cattle division or any other 
New England record William Conner must have died or returned to 
England soon. 


EDWARD CONVERSE 


ORIGIN: South Weald, Essex 
MIGRATION: 1630 

FIRST RESIDENCE, Charlestown 
REMOVES: Woburn 1640 


OCCUPATION: Ferryman. 14 June 1631: "Edw: Converse hath un- 
dertaken to set up a ferry betwixt Charlton & Boston, for which he is to 
have 2d. for every single person, & 1d. apiece if there be 2 or more” 
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Crockett, wife of Thomas, deposed that "she being several times at the 
house of Mr. Hugh Gunnisson in his lifetime & near his death, the said 
Gunnisson charged me the deponent & my husband, that we should not 
see the two Gunnisson's wronged of the neck of land & island belonging 
to «" |YLR 3:107). The Crocketts and the Gunnisons each named a son 
Elihu, before the Gunnisons left Boston. Both families also used the 
hame Joseph, and the Crocketts named their youngest son Hugh. All 
this speaks of a close connection. As Thomas Crockett and Hugh Gun- 
nison were of about the same age, one may have married a sister of the 
other, or the wives of the two men may have been sisters, although other 
more distant relations are possible as well. 


COMMENTS. On 13 July 1633, in a report to his superiors in London, 
Ambrose Gibbons stated that "Thomas Crockit" would be one of four 
men who would remain with him at "Newichawanick” [NHPP 1:82]. On 
23 April 1634 Ambrose Gibbons setiled his account with "Thomas Crock- 
wood" for the previous year's service [NHPP 1:88}. 

A John Crockett makes brief appearances at York Court in 1659 and 
1661, and it has been suggested that he was a son of Thomas [MPCR 
2:371 ; EOC 3:58; GDMNH 172]. In one of these entries the surname is 
possibly an error for "Parker," and there is not enough evidence to make 
this John Crockett a member of the family being discussed here. 

At York Court on 28 June 1655 "We present Sylvester Stover & his 
wife for complaining one of another on a Lord's day in the morning in 
saying his wife did abuse him & bade him go to Thomas Crockett's to hs 
bastard & carry some bread & cheese, & the said wife of Stover said that 
her husband did commonly call her whore" [MPCR 2:43] 

At York Court on 3 July 1660 "evidence came into the court which 
gave just cause of suspicion of too much frequent familiarity between 
Joseph Davesse & Ann Crockett,” whereby "it is therefore ordered & an 
act of separation is passed between the said Davisse & Ann Crockett 
upon the penalty of ten pounds" [MPCR 2:93]. Apparently with relation 
to this event, Thomas Crockett “in the behalf of his wife Ann Crockett® 
sued Richard White for defamation, and the court found for the plaintiff 
[MPCR 2:367}. 

The evidence for the identity of the spouses of three of the sons of 
Thomas Crockett (Elihu, Joseph and Joshua) did not come to hand, and 
we rely here on the work of Noyes, Libby and Davis. 


JAMES CRUGOTT 


“James Crugott” was a witness in the inquiry concerning the death of 
Austin Bratcher, 28 September 1630 [MBCR 1:78], Not seen in any 
other record,

ESTATE) On 13 March 1638/9 the General Court gave William Curtis 
“leave to build upon his lot, his other dwelling being seated so in- 
conveniently” [MBCR 1:252]. 

On 15 March 1626 [recte 1646], Hugh Prichard of Roxbury sold to Wil- 
liam and Thomas Curtis seventeen acres in Roxbury, with the payment 
to be spread over seven years [SLR 1-139]; in the acknowledgment 22 
August 1651 it is noted "Tho: Curtis being dead." On 21 July 1647, Wil- 
liam Curtis of Roxbury and Thomas his son mortgaged eleven acres of 
land in Roxbury to Thomas Dudley [SLR 1:82). 

In the Roxbury land inventory, compiled in 1652 or 1653, William 
Curtis held four parcels of land: ten acres with house, barn and orchard; 
one acre of upland and meadow; three acres “which he had in way of ex- 
change between him and Jeames Morgan and Robert Pepper", and two 
acres and a rood of salt marsh bought of John Ruggles Jr. [RBOP 33). 

In a testamentary deed dated 11 February 1669/70, William Curtis of 
Roxbury “for & in consideration of mine own and my wife's age & weak- 
ness & our inability by reason thereof to manage that small estate in our 
hands & our incapability to live without some able person to be a staff & 
guide to us in our age & all my children through the goodness of god 
being disposed into families of their own excepting my youngest son 
Isaac” for "fatherly affection” give to "my beloved son Isaac Curtis ... now 
living with me my whole estate now in my hands, ... my dwelling house 
barn and outhousing & all my lands orchards and yards, cattle and 
moveable goods, ... the several parcells of land in Roxbury, ten acres of 
land in Roxbury by Stony River .... two acres of salt marsh in the Island 
in Roxbury ..., five acres of woodland near the great lots ..., eight acres 
in the woods in the middle division ...," on the consideration that Isaac 
Curtis shall provide for "me his said father William Curtis and his said 
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mother Sarah Curtis during the time of our natural life or the longest 
liver of us both" all things necessary, reserving the right to sell any of the 
pieces for our maintenance and reserving half the fruit in the orchard. 
Isaac Curtis shall cause to be paid to “my beloved son John Curtis and w 
my beloved son-in-law Isaac Nowell" 405. cach, “the rest of my children 
they have already received their portion” (SLR 8:116-18}.

COMMENTS. The child William has presented a problem to those who 
have treated the Curtis family in the past. He clearly existed, for Eliot 
tells us about his arrival a year before his father, and his death not long 
after, But the date of marriage of the immigrant to Sarah Eliot, the bap- 
tism of son Thomas nineteen months later, and the regular arrival of 
children after that leave no place for William, ‘The discovery of a mar- 
riage in London in 1615 for a William Curtis of "Nassinge” provides him 
with a wife carly enough to be the mother of the William baptized at 
Nazeing in 1618. Unfortunately, the Nazeing parish registers for these 
years do not name cither of the parents of the child, so there remains a 
possibility that this William belongs in another family. There is, how- 
ever, no baptism for another William anywhere near the right time, and 
there is no evidence for a second adult William Curtis of Nazeing who 
could have made the London marriage, and so the solution above is 


On 5 December 1637 "William Curtis, of Roxberry,” agreed to pay to 
Richard Browne of Watertown, “in the behalf of John Woolcot,” £5 10s., 
inasmuch as Curtis owed that amount to “John Jesop, now out of this 
jurisdiction,” and Jesop owed that much to Woolcot [MBCR 1-218]. 


THEOPHILUS CUSHING 


The first entry in Danicl Cushing's catalog of migrants from Hingham 
in Norfolk to Hingham in Massachusetts is: 


Imprimis, in the year of our Lord God 1633, Theophilus Cushing 
came from Hingham in Norfolk, and lived several years at Mr, 
Hains's [Haynes's] farm and many years before he died he lived at 
Hingham, in New England, and there he died, being about 100 
years old, and was blind about 25 years of the said time [NEHGR 
15:25).

COMMENTS: The carliest precisely dated record for this family in New 
England is the baptism of daughter Hannah on 6 August 1633. The ad- 
mission of Hannah's mother Anne to Boston church must precede this, 
but probably not by much, she is in the latter part of the brief undated 
list between the dismissions to Charlestown church (14 October 1632) 
and the first dated admissions to Boston church (8 September 1633). 
Thus John Newgate and his family were in Boston by August 1633, but 
probably not much before, Two ships carrying passengers from London 
arrived at Boston in May of 1633 (William @ Jane with 30 passengers and 
Mary &@ Jane with 196 passengers) and the Newgates were probably on 
one of these. (Note that the person admitted to Boston church immedi- 
ately before Anne Newgate was Mary, wile of William Coddington, who 
is known to have come on the Mary & Jane [WJ 1:102).)

and Biographical, revised third edition (New Haven 1882), cited above as 
Townshend Fam). Most of the data on John Newgate in England are 
taken from this volume. 

John Newgate, his ancestry and family were treated at length by Ed- 
ward Elbridge Salisbury and Evelyn McCurdy Salisbury in 1892 
(Salisbury Fam 1:2:1:473-91]. They also used some of the material col- 
lected by Charles Hervey Townshend, but without always making the 
source clear. 


ELLEN NEWTON 


In the 1623 Plymouth land division, Ellen Newton was granted one acre 
as a passenger on the Anne in 1623 [PCR 12:6). 


COMMENTS: Before 1627 she had married JOHN ADAMS of 
Plymouth, and after his death in 1633 she married KENELM WINS- 
LOW.

First, a man who 
is receiving grants of land in 1633 and 1635 should not simply disappear 
from the records for seven years. Second, the Dedham man is admitted 
as a freeman in 1643, and this would not be necessary if he had earlier 
been made free as of Dorchester. 


AUSTEN NICHOLAS 


In the 162% Plymouth land division, Austen Nicholas was granted one 
acre as a passenger on the Fortune in 1621 [PCR 1:5). 


COMMENT: As Nicholas is not found in the 1627 divison of cattle, or in 
any other New England record, he must have died soon or returned to 
England. 


ANNE NIDDS 


"Anne Nidds maid servant to our brother Willyam Brenton" was ad- 
mitted to Boston church on 13 April 1634 [BChR 17). 


COMMENTS: Admission to church this early in the year implies that 
Anne Nidds had arrived in New England by 1633. Perhaps she came 
from England with WILLIAM BRENTON, No evidence whether she 
died, married or returned to England.

COMMENTS: Robert Cushman sent his letters to those intending to sail 
on the Mayflower by way of John Turner [Bradford 365-66). 

Bradford describes the Mayflower passengers, including "John Turner, 
and two sons; he had a daughter came some years after to Salem, where 
she is now living" [Bradford 443), In 1651 Bradford reported that "John 
Turner and his two sons all died in the first sickness. But he hath a 
daughter still living at Salem, well married, and approved of” [Bradford 
446). 

Robert S. Wakefield in "Mayflower Passengers Turner and Rogers: 
Probable Identification of Additional Children" (TAG 52:110-13) 
presents evidence indicating that the daughter of John Turner who came 
to New England after 1620 (probably in 1629 or 1650) was “Lysbet 
Turner® who appears in the 1622 Poll Tax list for Leiden, Wakefield 
argues convincingly that she was the Elizabeth Turner who witnessed a 
deed in Salem on 8 October 1635, and joined the church there on 28 De- 
cember 1637. These dates would indicate that she was born no later 
than 1621; if this is in fact her date of birth, then she would have been 
born after her father sailed for New England, and posthumously, she 
could also have been born a few years carlier. In order to complete this 
identification, a search should be undertaken for a Salem man with wife 
named Elizabeth, the marriage taking place between 1637 and 1650, 
and probably closer to the earlier date.

(NHCR 1:137}. 

EDUCATION: The wide range of high civil and military offices held by 
Nathaniel Turner indicates that he was well-educated. 
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This would mean that it was the younger Nathanicl, returning from 
Taunton, who was readmitted as an inhabitant, We now take note of his 
surety, Thomas Harwood, who had married in 1654 the widow of Robert 
Smith, son of Nathaniel the clder [NEHGR 51:173]. Here at last is our 
strong connection between the elder and younger Nathaniel. 

In his deed of 1655, the yoonger Nathaniel is not accompanied by a 
wile, as he is in earlier and later deeds. ‘This may be interpreted to mean 
that his first wife had died by this date, and perhaps he was returning to 
Boston to find a new wife, or otherwise find assistance in caring for his 
family. Within a few years he had found a second wife, Katherine, and 
returned to Taunton. 

The inventory of the estate of Nathaniel Woodward of Boston was 
taken on 11 December 1675, and was presented at court by Rachel Har- 
wood [SPR 5:299]. Since the younger Nathaniel was alive as late as 1686 
(BrLR 3:8), this must be the estate of the elder Nathaniel, still attended 
by his remarried daughter-in-law. 

Since both Nathaniels were carpenters, and both active in Boston dur- 
ing much the same period, we are left uncertain as to which one of these 
men was the surveyor employed by the colony to run the line between 
Massachusetts Bay and two other colonies, Plymouth and Connecticut 
(MBCR 1:261, 323, 333), and which was the carpenter involved in a dis- 
pute with John Coggan in 1640 |Lechford 358-59}, although the 
younger man would seem to be the more likely candidate for the sur- 
veyor. 


COMMENTS: he first five of the younger Nathaniel's children must 
have been born before 1655, and we have assumed that he was between 
wives in that year, so all these must be by the first wife, Mary. Son 
James did not marry until about 1698, and so he is more likely a child of 
the second marriage. 

On 5 June 1671 "Nathaniel Woodward, for speaking abusive words 
against Mr. Shove, the pastor of the church of Taunton, was sentenced 
by the Court to sit in the stocks during the pleasure of the Court, which 
accordingly was performed" [PCR 5:61). (This may have been the 
younger Nathaniel of Taunton.)

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COMMENTS: Savage, following Deane, says that the immigrant had a 
son Walter Woodworth who had children "Mary, b. 1658; Mchitable, 
1662; and Ebenezer, 1664" (Savage 4:648}]. There is only evidence @f 
one Walter Woodworth in early New England, as no record refers to 
Walter Sr. or Jr. The immigrant had daughters named Mary and 
Mehitable; no record for an Ebenezer is seen. 

Paul W. Prindle and Robert S. Wakefield have commented bricfly on 
some errors in secondary sources regarding marriages in this family 
(TAG 32:203, 61:140)}, 

In arranging the children of Walter Woodworth, the assumption has 
been made that in his will he named his sons in birth order and his 
daughters in birth order. This permits a birth sequence for the children 
which is consistent with other known dates. 

On 7 July 1681 "Walter Woodworth of Scittuate" sued Japhett Turner 
for tearing down some of his fencing, and was awarded “five shillings 
damage and the cost of the suit", the "Bill of Cost,” apparently prepared 
by Woodworth himself, totalled £3 16s. (PCR 7:238-39).

Pitts came with his brother Leonard Pitts, who was @ marmer and master of a shallop 
belonging to Christopher Lawson Lawson was unhappily mamied to an Elizabeth James, daughter 
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Working with the hypothesis that Banks had accurately named th 
wives of the two men, research was conducted that did indeed confirm tha 
Jane was Philip's wife. The identity of Francis’ wife was not established 
although there was an unidentified Elizebet [sic] James who died 11 Apr. 
1660, as noted by the Reverend Peter Hobart in his journal.'"! George Lir 
coln, in his presentation of the James family in the Hingham town 
attributed to Francis* James, as his first child, a daughter Elizabeth, “birt| 
not recorded” (and for whom no other evidence exjsts), and stated that j 
was she who died 11 April 1660." 

Although Cushing's work did not state the relationship of Francis Jame. 
to Philip James, subsequent writers have suggested that they were brother. 
and that Francis died without issue. Initial research, however, seemed t. 
indicate that the relationship between Francis and Philip of Hingham wa: 
that of father and son. This conclusion was based on careful scrutiny of 
several records and the connecting of events for which documentation had 
been available for quite some time. 

The first event was the marriage of Jane James on 27 December 1654 at 
Marshfield, to John Adams." The second event was the baptism, 14 Decem. 
ber 1656, in the Scituate Second Church, of Mary, “daughter of John Adams 
of Marshfield and great-grandchild to the Widow James.”!*! 

With this evidence in hand, it seemed plausible that the Elizabeth whe 
died in 1660 was indeed the widow of Francis, who had died in 1647, thus 
establishing the lineal descent of Mary Adams, daughter of John and Jane 
(James) Adams, granddaughter of Philip and Jane ( ) James, and great- 
grandchild of Francis and Elizabeth ( ) James. It was assumed that the 
minister's mention of the great-grandmother with no reference to grand- 
parents was due to the fact that Philip was dead and Jane had married as 
“widow James,” George Russell on 14 February 1639/40.

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With these relationships defined, notwithstanding the inability to recon- 
cile the records of Cushing and the Scituate minister, it seemed reasonable 
to use this information as the starting point for an article identifying the 
early descendants of Francis and Philip of Hingham and to attempt to 
determine, if possible, whether or not there was a relationship between this 
family group and William and John James, the shipwrights of the nearby 
town of Scituate. The identity of Philip's four children who came with him 
in 1638 had been established, and everything was in place. Then, one eve- 
ning in Hingham, the Town Hall having closed, we decided to check to see 
if there was anything new in the Hingham Public Library, located next to 
the Town Hall and open for two more hours. The Town Hall is the 
repository of most of the critical records related to the early settlers of Hing- 
ham; however, it had been reported that the library had received from des- 
cendants of early settlers a few records not available in the Town Hall 

In that brief period of time one innocuous land record was discovered 
that reported the sale of a piece of land to Matthew Hawke by Francis James 
of Hingham, planter, and wife Elizabeth on 16 January 1673. However, the 
information contained was far from innocuous. The parcel was described as 
“A parcel of a house lot which was formerly a house lot belonging to our 
uncle Francis James.“\"°! This document, clearly referring to a sale by Philip's 
son Francis and his wife Elizabeth Hiland, seemed to contradict the baptis- 
mal record and any theory that did not accept the premise that the elder 
Fraricis and Philip were brothers — not father and son. 

It should be noted, however, that despite all of the references to land 
sales and other events concerning Francis! James, Elizabeth is never men- 
tioned as having relinquished a dower right, nor is she ever involved in 
land transfers as his widow. There is no extant probate record for either 
Francis or Elizabeth, and no deeds of transfer have been found to indicate 
how Philip's descendants came into ownership of Francis’ lands. It is pos- 
sible that Cushing’s memory failed him, and that he recorded that Francis

Since the simplest theory is probably that the minister mistakenly used 
the term “great-grandchild” to describe the relationship to Elizabeth of her 
niece’s daughter, this article has been written on that assumption. 


1. FRANCIS' JAMES was born on an unknown date, probably in or near 
Hingham, Norfolk, England, and died 27 December 1647, in Hingham, Mas- 
sachusetts."! He possibly married ELIZABETH , who died 11 April 
1660 in Hingham. Just prior to his departure from England, Francis, along 
with Philip James, James Buck and Matthew Cushing, all Hingham 
(England) men and soon to be fellow-passengers on the Diligent, shipped 
wheat aboard the Rebecca, which sailed from (Great) Yarmouth to New 
England on 2 May 1638!" According to Louis C. Cornish, the men who 
came to Hingham were “men well established in Old Hingham. . . . They 
came at great sacrifice, selling their possessions for half their value. ... Not a 
few in their coming showed that they were possessed of affluence.”!*! 
Francis James of Hingham was admitted freeman 1643'"*! He was chosen 
constable of Hingham and took the oath at a meeting of the Quarter Court 
at Boston on 5 September 1643.!"71 Apparently he was chosen again, as on 
2 December 1644 the orders for the year 1645 were made by the seven men 
chosen for that year: Thomas Hammond, Francis James, Matthew Cushen

He was one of seven men who on 18 April 1646 were chosen by the town to 
“distrayne those that hath not payde John [illegible] for his wages in keeping 
cattle in Connehassitt."'"" In May 1647 Reverend Hobart noted in his jour- 
nal that “Franses James houses burnt in the afternoone.”!™! 

As one of the early settlers of the Hingham area, Francis James received 
certain land grants that can be followed as they are transferred from one 
family member to another (or outside the family) during the ensuing years. 
Record of his house lot evidently has not survived, but it was bounded on 
the south by that of Philip James, as noted below. 

The “Severall parcels of land and meadow legally given unto Francis 
James by ye Towne of Hingham” in 1638 were as follows: For a planting lot, 
Six acres in “Hockley Fieki,” bounded south by land of John Beales, east by 
Jonathan Bosworth, and west by the meadow of John Beales, Sr. For a great 
lot, 25 acres lying upon the great plain in the third furlong eastward from 
the center, bounded west, by the highway; east, by the Commons; south, by 
the land of Mr. Bozonne Allen; and north by the land of widow James. Also 
given were one and a half acres of salt marsh and an acre of fresh meadow 
at Nantasket, In 1641 a further grant of one and a half acres of fresh 
meadow was given, bounded west by Stephen Payne's meadow, south 
with the river, and east and north with the Common"! 

In February 1647/8 he received a grant in the Conihasset Lands in satis- 
faction for the land originally granted at Nantasket, described as Lot 9 of the 
First Division consisting of one and a half acres, bounded west, on the

When the inhabitants drew lots on 1 December 1670 for the Second Division 
of Conihasset upland, Francis James received Lot 21 consisting of 25° acres, 
38 rods, bounded west on the common land, east on a stone wall that 
fenced in the salt meadow of Daniel Cushing, north by land of Joseph Bates, 
and south by that of Benjamin Lincoln.!7! The shares of the Third Division 
were located “from the meadows and sea upwards towards Accord Pond.” 
Francis James received two parcels, The first was 1914 acres, 30 rods “to run 
one mile into the woods” and was bounded northeast by Andrew Lane, 
northwest on common land, southwest, by Thomas Barnes, and southeast 
on the land of the Second Part of the Third Division. The second parce! of 
1814 acres, 30% rods “lies in the Beech woods,” and was bounded northeast 
by Andrew Lane, southeast on Patent Line, southwest by Thomas Barnes, 
and northwest on the highway lying on the southeast side of the Second 
Division.™ The lots in these three divisions were apparently long, narrow 
lots, running in parallel lines from the shore to the woods or some other 
undivided or unmarked land.™! 

The Fourth Division of the Hingham lands was voted upon on 2 April 
1677. It was laid out along the Weymouth line, “in two furlongs or ranges of 
lots; one range of lots next to Weymouth line, the ends of the lots to butt 
against the line, the First lot to be measured next to the Brook at a place 
called Plymouth Bridge . ..” The lot awarded to Francis James on 12 Decem- 
ber 1677 consisted of 13% acres and was bounded west on the line between 
Hingham and Weymouth, north by John Otis, south by John [wrclear - 
Magoone?}, and east on the line that divided the two ranges of lots in the 
Fourth Division! 

Despite these significant landholdings, Francis* appears to have left no 
will and there was no distribution of land recorded at his death in 1684. Nor 
was there any information of that type associated with the death of his 
oldest son, Philip’, in 1688. Suddenly in a two-year period between 1715 

_and 1717 there was a flurry of activity concerning this land, probably occa- 
sioned by anticipation of the death of Francis’, which occurred in 1717. The

The first significant land sale was dated 1 August 1715. It begins, 
“Whereas Prancis James and Philip James, both of Hingham in the county of 
Suffolk, yeomen, dyed (sic) intestate and left an estate in Housing and lands 
and meadows in Hingham, which was their own proper estate and made 
ho manner of disposal of the same . . .” and then describes the sale of shares 
of six parcels of land plus three acres of undivided land in Hingham for £200 
to Francis James,"eldest son of Francis James, deceased,” who was currently 
in possession of all the lands described. Grantees were Thomas James, 
yeoman, Samuel James, laborer, John Seale (Sale), tailor, and Sarah Seale, 
sons and daughter and son-in-law to Francis James, deceased, and brothers 
and sister to Philip James, deceased.!"

The lots referred to in this second document were called the 57th, 58th 
and 59th lots in the First Division of Cohasset upland and the 57th lot in the 
Second Division of the same. The land in the First Division (the three lots) is 
bounded south on land of John Lane, northwest on land of said Thomas 
James, and northeast and southwest on highways (containing about 52 
acres). There is no evidence as to how contiguous Lots 58 and 57 of the First 
Division came into the possession of Francis James. However, one can easily 
envision a casual land swap among neighbors. Lot 58 in the Second Divi- 
sion was originally granted to Abraham Ripley, and Lot 57 belonged 
originally to John Ripley. The remaining three lots given to Francis James in

JOHN! JAMES 
OF SCITUATE, MASSACHUSETTS, SHIPWRIGHT 


Marya C. Myers and Donald W. james, Jr. 


In his History of Scituate, Massachusetts, Samuel Deane presented his belief 
that John and William James, both shipwrights dwelling contempo- 
raneously in Scituate, were of different families. He then hypothesized that 
John came to Scituate from Dedham and was son of Thomas James of the 
latter town.!"! While there was a Thomas James in Dedham who had a son 
named John born there in 1641, there is no evidence that this is the John 
James who appears in Scituate as an adult some twenty-seven years later. 
Deane also related that John the Shipwright was “mortally wounded in an 
Indian attack on Scituate on 20 May 1676, lingered about six weeks and 
died.” In another entry in the same book he estimated that John’s death 
occurred “at about the time of the birth of his son John in 1676." Records 
discussed below will show that John lived at least a year, possibly two, 
beyond son John’s date of birth, the year of which, in New Style, was 1677, 
and that John James and William James, the Scituate shipwrights, were 
actually of the same family. 

A deposition that lay uncatalogued and therefore unused was fortui- 
tously found in Plymouth in 1995 by Dr. Jeremy Bangs." This document, 
made after John’s death, reveals that John James, shipwright, was brother to. 
shipwright William James who settled at Scituate harbor about 1670.'°! It 
may also hold a clue about the circumstances that led to John’s early death. 


JAMES, shipwright, was born say 1646, possibly in England, and 
died at Scituate, probably shortly before 5 March 1678/9, when his widow

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and her father signed an administration bond !*! He was living 26 February 
1677/8, when “Lydia James, wife of John james,” acknowledged a deed at 
Scituate !71 

John married before January 1676/7, when their son, John, was born, 
LYDIA TURNER, who was born at Scituate 24 January 1652 and baptized 
there 20 February following, daughter of John Sr.'"! and Mary (Brewster) 
Tumer, and granddaughter of Humphrey and Lydia (Gaymer) Turner!” 
She died at age 62, as widow Lydia Barrell, on 20 June 1714!" 

Lydia married, second, at Scituate 20 April 1680, WILLIAM BARRELL of 
Boston,!""! probably the “William Barrill, son of our brother John Barrill” 
who was baptized on the 30th day of the 5th month 1654 at Boston’s First 
Church." He died at Scituate 7 November 1689, aged 35 years.!"") They 
had five children, surname Barrell: Mary, baptized in 1681, who evidently 
died young; William, born 1683; Lydia, born 1684; Mary, born 1686, and 
James, born 1687.4) 

Only a few records created by John the Shipwright during the short 
span of his life have survived, and there are no records at all to indicate his 
presence in the Massachusetts Bay before he settled at Scituate in Plymouth 
Colony. The earliest trace of John James, if Deane is correct, is his Scituate 
freeman’s record of 1668.!" On the 23rd of August 1669 John, along with 
Daniel King and Thomas Chambers, witnessed a deed from William

Preparatory to a planned distribution of common land, a committee 
appointed by the Scituate Town Meeting of 26 February 1673 drew up a list 
of people who were “allowed and approved inhabitants of the town.” 
While John James was not listed, his brother William, as a landholder, was 


recorded as eligible to receive three acres."7I John had not yet purchased 


any property but may have been living with his brother and his family at 
the harbor. 

By June of 1675 the tenuous peace with the Indians had given way to 
armed conflict. The first bloodshed of King Philip's War occurred at the 
town of Swansea in Plymouth Colony on the 24th of that month. In the 
ensuing year the horrors of war spread to the Massachusetts Bay and Con- 
necticut Colonies. On 20 May 1676, less than three months after the town 
had lost many of its fighting men in a battle at Pawtucket, a band of Indians 
attacked outlying homes in Scituate. Dwellings and barns were burned, 
men killed and injured ,'"*! 

John’s wounds were assuredly not as serious as historian Deane 
asserted.!"! Six months after the Indian attack, and just three months after 
the end of the war, John bought property in Scituate, where he set up his 
own ship-building enterprise. William Harris of Providence had reported to 
London officials in 1675 that shipbuilding was the premier industry of New 
England.'™! The economic importance of this fact no doubt encouraged 
John, who was perhaps working at his brother's shipyard at the harbor, to 
establish his own yard on the Scituate side of the North River toward the 
end of 1676.74! 

Accordingly, on 1 November of that year Ephraim Kempton of Boston, 
gunsmith, sold to John James of Scituate, ship carpenter, “all that my hous- 
ing & Lands ... at ye north river in ye Township of Scittuate.” The property

Shortly after this sale was made, John Bryant, Sr! sued John James for 
seizing some of his land. In a court case heard 6 March 1676/7, Bryant, 
claiming damages of £100, charged that in the month of October 1676 John 
James “came upon the land of the said John Bryant, Senior in Scituate, 
betwixt the now dwelling house of the said Bryant and the dwelling house 
of the said John James, and runed [sic] a line, staked and marked the said 
Bryant's land, saying he had taken possession of it.” Bryant testified that he 
had owned the land for twenty or more years, and was awarded £5 and the 
costs of court.!*! 

This property wrangle between Bryant and James resulted in a meeting 
of grantor Ephraim Kempton and grantee John James in Boston on 8 
December 1677 to iron out their differences. Two documents were drawn 
up and signed by Kempton and James, with Thomas Rawlins, Sr. and John 
Wing serving as witnesses, John James affixed his signature to the following 
acquittance:

The agreement signed by Kempton read, in part: 


Whereas John James hath given unto Ephraim Kempton a generall acquitance

After King Philip's War, as a means of raising money for the relief of tax- 
payers and those who had sustained losses during the war, the General 
Court ordered the sale of shares in a large tract of undeveloped land within 
the colony's jurisdiction. The funds raised were “to bee distributed to 
maymed soulgers, widdows any persons in Nesesetie and the defraying of 
Country debts ... “7 John James was one of the investors from the town of 
Scituate. On 12 November 1677 a Proprietor’s Grant was issued by 
Constant Southworth, treasurer of New Plymouth, for undivided land 
described as: “the lands of the Shawamet and are interpreted to contain the 
land called the outlet as well as the Neck itself called Shawamet.” This area 
later became the town of Somerset. The cost per share was £26 13s 4d, and 
John James held one share out of a total of thirty.!™! 

John soki his one-thirtieth share in Shawamet lands to Elisha Bisbee, |r. 
of Marshfield on 31 January 1677/4. The deed, which John acknowledged 
on 15 February following, was witnessed by Steven Vinall and Israel] Chit- 
tenden. A dower release from Lydia James, wife of John, was signed on the 
hth of the month.!*! By a deed of the same date Elisha Bisbee, Jr, trans- 
ferred the land to David Adams of Boston; John Allen, Richard Dwelly, and 
John Turner were witnesses! 

The acknowledgement of the above deed marks John’s last appearance 
in either Plymouth Colony or Massachusetts Bay records. On 5 March 
1678/9 Lydia James, widow, and John Turner, Sr., tanner, her father, both of 
Scituate, posted a bond of £500 as administrators of John's estate. Josiah 
Standish and John Haward were witnesses!""! The General Court, on the 
&th of March following, granted letters of administration to Lydia James, 
relict and widow of John James, and to her father, John Turner, and on the 
26th of May administration was given to them.!*4!

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What event precipitated John’s death? Given the extraordinary activity 
in the closing months or year of John’s life, it seems highly unlikely that his 
untimely demise resulted from an old wound. A deposition, the only 
document that discloses the fraternal relationship between the Scituate

question. The d hon was undoubtedly taken as supporting evidence in 
a lawsuit brought by William James against his brother's estate on 2 March 
1679/80. None of the other court papers are extant. Taken on the first of 





March 1679/80, the deposition of Thomas Maicumber (Macomber) is here 
quoted in its entirety: 

This Deponent, aged about 43 thus testifieth and sayeth that when John James 

went out of the harbour with that ship of which John Mellows was master of, that 

night William James came to my house to gather with several of his men and tok 

me with him; so we went all of ss absand thal chlp above nanioand, aod went a 

ways with fits brother John James in the ship, but | and the rest of our company 

came ashore again that night; and further sayeth not. 

An inventory of John James’ estate, taken by Robert Studson, Sr. and 
John Cushing on 22 October 1679, was exhibited by the widow Lydia at 
Plymouth on 5 July 1680. Items enumerated included wearing apparel, 
household equipment and furnishings, and livestock. The house and land 
were appraised at £160, ship timber and plank at £23, tools and more lumber 
at £14 16s 2d, and an Indian boy at 6. In total, the estate was worth slightly 
above £619 but was indebted for more than £393. 

An account of debts paid by Lydia “before the Aprisement of the said 
estate” indicates that at John's death he and Lydia were in the process of 
constructing a new house or adding on to the existing Kempton residence. 
Cornet Studson and Nathaniel Church were paid for “boards for the 
house,” Jacob Everett “for glass for the windows,” and Thomas Nicholls for 
“the Chimneyes.” Benjamin Woodworth received money for “work about 
the house.” 

In connection with John’s shipbuilding business, Lydia made disburse- 
ments to several men, including John, “Indian that wrought aboute the 
Shipp” and to an unnamed carpenter for “recalkeing the Shipp.” There also 
were payments for “Cleates, Rudder and other thinges used aboute the

Steven Tilden 
received compensation “for Pilatage” and £1 10s went to “John Mendall for 
pilateing the shipp.“™4 

In addition to the foregoing disbursals, several payments were made to 
“Willam James,” who had won his lawsuit against his brother's estate for 
money owed since September 1677." Payments were made at various 
times and places as follows:

In all, the account shows payments to some sixty-five people, including 
Lydia's relatives, her new husband, who received £16 14s for a reason 
unspecified but probably for loans to cover estate debts, and William 
James.'*! For the majority of those named there is no notation regarding 
amounts or reason for payment. One bill paid is of particular interest 
because it could refer to services rendered in connection with John’s final 
illness or an accident that caused his death: “Payed to the Nurse and for 
spice and several thinges £3.08,"!77! 

Because of the heavy burden of debt on the estate, the General Court on 
7 July 1680 awarded to “Lydia sometimes the Relict of the said John James” 
the following: 

-» all the Moveables after the full payment of all the Debts and the Improvement 

of the house and Lands untill the heire Attaines the Age of twenty and one yeerm 

att which time the Court allowes two thirds of the house and land unto the said 

heire and the other third to the said Lydia During her Natural Life. 


In the Scituate land division of 27 December 1686, ten acres of upland 
were laid out to William Barrell for the heirs of John James, deceased, as suc- 
cessor to Ephraim Kempton of Scituate, deceased. In February 1691/2 an 
additional sixty acres of land, called the first lot of the third allotment, was

MM. Shurtleff, Plywwath Colony Records, 6 (1) (Court Orders], 31 
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laid out to Lydia Barrell in behalf of her husband John James as successor of 
Ephraim Kempton. The wording of these two records does not indicate 
a familial relationship between Ephraim Kempton and John James. Kemp- 
ton, as the former landholder of the North River property, also had certain 
rights to the town’s undivided lands; when he sold his holding to John 
James, these rights went to John and thence to John's heirs. 

Those mentioned in the will of John Turner, Sr., dated 4 March 1695 and 
proved 24 June 1697, include his daughter, Lydia Barrell, and his grandson, 
John James!“ By her will, dated 29 April 1714 and recorded 13 July 1714, 
Lydia Barrell gave to her son, John James, a feather bed and bolster “which I 
lent to my son William Barrell.” She also left to John a quarter part “of that 
which is due me from the estate of my father John Turner, deceased, and 
also that desk which his father left to me."t!!

WHEN THE VITAL RECORDS ARE MISLEADING: 
JOHN* WHITE AND HIS WIFE RACHEL BENSON 
OF UXBRIDGE, MASSACHUSETTS 


Frank G. Lesure 


Genealogical researchers in New England are blessed with an abundance of 
recorded vital records, both published and unpublished, but some of these 
records can be misleading. The published Vitel Records of Uxbridge, Mas- 
sachusetts credit John White and his wife Rachel with twelve children born 
between 1724 and 1753,!"! John’s birth is also given, 13 March 1701/2, but 
without the names of his parents, as is that of his wife, Rachel, 25 December 
1708. Vital records of the adjacent town of Providence, Rhode Island, list 
the marriage of a John White and Rachel Benson, but not until 6 June 
1728.4 Are they a different John White and Rachel? Two of the children of 
John and Rachel of Uxbridge were born before 1728; Noah, 1 October 1724, 
and Mary, 13 October 1726."! A trail of land records, beginning in Mendon, 
Massachusetts, moving to Providence, Rhode Island, then to Uxbridge, 
Massachusetts, and finally to Douglas, Massachusetts, proves that they are 
the same John and Rachel, and that Rachel was a second wife. 

Mendon Vital Records show the birth on 13 March 1701/2 of John White, 
son of John White and Sarah his wife, who was undoubtedly the John*

—Arriving in 1621 on the Fortune, John Adams later married Ellen Newton, who arrived on the 
Anne in 1623. They and their first child, James Adams, received shares in the 1627 livestock 
division. Robert S. Wakefield, "Men of the Fortune, John Adams," TAG 55:212, gives additional 
information on the family, including children John Adams, who married (1) Jane James, and (2) 
Elizabeth ; and Susan Adams, [p.232) who disappears from the records. Son John Adams 
probably moved to Flushing, Long Island. Son James Adams married Frances Vassall, daughter 
of William Vassall, q.v., had issue, and was known to have had interest in Barbadoes. On 15 
May 1672 Frances Adams, the wife of James Adams, and daughter to the late William Vassall, 
petitioned the Massachusetts Court for, and was granted, 150 acres of land, and on 7 May 1673 
the court noted that a farm of 150 acres belonging to her, wife of James Adams of Concord, was 
returned to the court (Nathaniel B. Shurtleff, Records of the Governor and Company of the 
Massachusetts Bay in New England (1854; reprint, New York, 1968), 4:2:524). John Adams, the 
father, died 1633, probably in the epidemic of that year, and his widow took inventory of his 
property on 24 October 1633 (A4D 1:157). He was on the 1633 tax list, and his widow, Ellen 
Adams, was on the 1634 tax list. Widow Ellen Adams married (2) Kenelm Winslow, q.v. Later 
Adams families in Plymouth are likely not of this family, but of the family of Francis Adams, 
who arrived in Plymouth much later (see George Adams, Genealogy of the Adams Family of 
Kingston, Mass. (Boston, 1861), for information on the Francis Adams family).

In November 1621 the Yortune arrived in Plymouth "in whicd 
came Mr. Cushman and with him thirty-five persons to remain 
and live in the plantation" (Governor Bradford's ef Plymouth 
Plantation). 

In the 1623 "Division of Land" John Adams received one ac- 
re of land as a passenger on the Fortune (Nathaniel B. Shurt- 
leff and David Pulsifer, Records of the Colony of New Plymouté 
in New England, 12:6, hereafter PCR). In the 1627 "Division of 
Cattle” he is in the sixth lot with a family consisting of 
himself, Eliner Adams and James Adams (PCR 12:11). It has long 
been assumed that his wife was the Ellen Newton who came on 
the Anne in 1623 and received one acre in the 1623 "Division 
of Land” (PCR 12:6), as she is the only person with that first 
hame known to be in Plymouth by 1627, 

John Adams was one of the "Purchasers" of Plymouth (PCR 
2:177) and was a Freeman in 1633 (PCR 1:3) and was taxed the 
minimum amount 25 March 1633 (PCR 1:10),0n 11 Nov. 1633 Elles 
Adams presented the inventory of his estate and the Court ar 
dered “that if in case the said Ellen shall have an inclinacoe 
to marry, shee, before her said marriage, estate the three 
children of her former husband, deceased, James, John & Susas, 
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in five pounds starling apeece, to be paid when they shall 
come to years of discretion” (PCR 1:19). The inventory of 
his estate was dated 24 Oct. 1633 (Mayflower Deseendant 1: 
157 f., hereafter MD). 

Kenelme Winsloe & Elen Adames, widdow, were married in 
June 1634 (PCR 1:30). On 7 Dec, 1641 the Court ordered that 
no wood should be cut down on the lots of the heirs of John 
Adams at Playne Dealing (PCR 2:28). 

“"Kanelme Winslow of Marshfield at the time of his marriage 
to Ellenor Adames, sometimes wife of John Adams, deceased, 
did put in security to pay James Adams, son of said John the 
some of five pounds when he came of age and he paid him the § 
pounds and it was recorded 26 Dec. 1651 (PCR 2:176). 

Letters of administration were granted to Kanelme Winslow 
of Marshfield to administer the estate of James Adames who 
died at sea on the ship called James of London 19 Jan. 1651. 
The inventory was exhibited 1 July 1652 (MD 11:10). This 
cannot be the son of John Adams, so it is probably his bro- 
ther. Almost surely he is the James Adams who acknowledged 
he received 40 pounds of Timothy Hatherley for the use of Mr. 
James Sherley of London on 4 Nov. 1644 (PCR 2:76). 

Kenelm and Ellen Winslow had Kenelm (b. 1635), Ellen (b. 
1637), Nathaniel (b. 1639) and Job (b. 1641) (Savage 4:603). 
Kelelm Winslow died at Salem and was buried there 13 Sept. 
1672 (farahfield VR 427) and his widow Ellen was "Buried 
the 5 of december 1681; being B3 years old” (Marshfield 
VA 13). 

The will of Kenelme Winslow, senir. dated & Aug. 1672, 
names eldest son John, son Nathaniell, wife Ellinor Winslow, 
son Job, daughter Ellinor; grandchild Kanelme Baker and "at 
her decease my wife shall give unto Mary Addams an equal por- 
tion of the Goods and Moveables as to the Rest of my Grand- 
children (MD 24:41 f.).

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Tue BRACKETT-Newcome-SanpeRs CONNECTION 
BY DOUGLAS RICHARDSON, M.A. 


In the April 1976 issue of TAG (52:65-75, 92) John Brooks 
Threlfall presented highly suggestive evidence that Rachel, 
wife of Francis Newcomb of Boston and Braintree, Mass., was 
in 411 probability the sister of Peter and Richard Brackett. 
also of Boston and Braintree, The Brackett brothers did, in- 
deed, have a sister Rachel, christened 28 April 1614, at All 
Saints Parish, Sudbury, Suffolk, but until now conclusive ev- 
idence that Rachel Brackett became the wife of Francis New- 
comb has been lacking. Obviously, if one was to prove or dis- 
prove the Threlfall theory, one would have to secure the 
English marriage record of the Newcombs, Accordingly, search 
was made in the Sudbury parish records and the following en- 
tries pertaining to the surname Newcomb were abstracted: 


27 May 1630 «Francis Newcome and Alice [sic] Brackett married 
13 Nov. 1631 Rachel daughter of Prancis Newcome christened 
8 Aug. 1634 Jobn the gon of Francis Newcome christened 


Here we find the marriage record of Francis and Rachel 
(Brackett) Newcomb, as well as the christening records of 
their two children born prior to the departure for the New 
World, but the modern transcript of the All Saints parish 
registers mistakenly gives the name of the wife as Alice 
rather than #ache) Brackett. The name Alice is doubtless 

an error but the fault may lie with the modern transcript 
rather than with the originals, Setting aside this slip of 
the pen, we may conclude that Mr. Threlfall was correct in 
identifying Rachel, the wife of Francis Newcomb, aS the sis- 
ter of Peter and Richard Brackett. Rachel's ancestry is set 
forth by Mr. Threlfall in the article cited above. 

Having safely disposed of Rachel (Brackett) Newcomb, we 
now turn our attention to their widowed mother whose second 
marriage and subsequent migration to New England have here- 
tofore been overlooked. From Mr. Threlfall's research we know 
that the mother of the immigrant Brackett brothers was one 
Widow Rachel Brackett of All Saints Parish, Sudbury, whose 
husband, Peter Brackett, had died in 1616, leaving her a 
young widow with four children to raise, The possibility of 
Rachel's remarriage after her husband's death was explored 
by Mr. Threlfall but neither marriage nor burial record for 
her could be located in the existing incomplete parish rec- 
ords of Sudbury. Thus, it would seem that an impasse had 
been reached, 

However, in checking the 1635 passenger list of the Plan- 
ter, this writer noted that on the same day that Francis and 
Rachel (Brackett) Newcomb registered to sail for New England, 
another couple, namely Martin and Rachel Sanders, also reg- 
istered themselves, The passenger list indicated that HRa- 
chel Sanders was 40 years of age which would be roughly com- 
parable to the estimated age of Widow Rachel Brackett. The

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Individual Narrative of John Adams 


John ADAMS arrived in Plymouth on the Fortune in 1621.1 He was granted one acre 
in the 1623 Plymouth land division, as a passenger on the Fortune.2 He married 
Ellen NEWTON circa 1625 in Plymouth, Plymouth County, Massachusetts.2 He and 
“Bliner" and James Adams were the second, third and fourth persons in the sixth 
company in the 1627 Plymouth cattle division.* He appears on the "1633" Plymouth 
list of freemen ahead of those persons admitted on 1 January 1632/3.> He was 
assessed 9s. in the Plymouth tax list of 25 March 1633.6 He and four others were 
assigned on 1 Jul 1633 in Plymouth to mow where Mr. Gilson had mowed the year 
before.’ He died between 1 Jul 1633 and 24 Oct 1633 in Plymouth, Plymouth County, 
Massachusetts.® On 24 October 1633 John Winslow and John Jenny took an inventory 
of the goods of John Adams, the total being L71 i4s., of which L37 10s. was in 
cattle.? The inventory of his property was presented at court on 11 November 
1633, and ret ‘eae Ellen Adams was named administratrix, the deceased having 
left no will.

— Moses Simonson arrived on the Fortune in 1621, Though not on the 1633 freeman list, he 
became a freeman no later than 7 March 1636/37 (PCR 1:53). He was in Leiden with the 
Separatists, and Winslow called him a member of the Dutch Church who could speak English 
and who took communion with the Separatist Church (Hypocrisie Unmasked, p. 63). He also 
went by the name Moses Simons, and on 13 December 1660 Moses Simons of Duxbury and his 
wife Sarah sold his right of lands in Bridgewater to Nicholas Byram (A4D 34:85). He dated his 
will 17 June 1689, calling himself "aged and full of decay," and his inventory was taken 10 
September 1691 (A/D 31:60). He mentioned his sons Aaron and John; and his daughters Mary, 
wife of Joseph Alden; Elizabeth, wife of Richard Dwelly; and Sarah, wife of James Nash. He 
also had a son Moses, Jr. of Scituate, who predeceased him (P/y. Colony PR 3:2:62-63).

WaLrer WooowortH came from Kent Co., England, to Scitu- 
ate, Mass, 1435. Was assigned the third lot on Kent St., which 
runs along the ocean front, at the cormer of Meeting House 
Lane, and there be built a house, In that year he owned other 
land, a tract om the First Herring Brook not far below Stock- 
bridge Mill, where afterwards stood the residemce of the poet 
Samuel Woodworth, and another tract on Walnut Tree Hill, 
just west of the present Greenbush or South Scituate R. R. Sta- 
tion, which was in early times called Walter Woodworth's Hill, 
and in 1666 he became a purchaser of sixty acres at Weymouth. 
Tn 16g0 Walter was assessed nine shillings for the public use, and 
March 2, 1641, freeman; and in June 4, 1645, he was appointed 
surveror of highways in Scituate, and again in 1646 and 1656 
His name appears frequently on the town records of Scituate as 
jurors, etc. In 16t4 he was a member of the First Church, which 
ordained Charles Chauncy as their minister.

Plymouth, in New England 
(Ptymeuth Co. Probate.) 

I give and bequeath unto Thomas Woodward, my oldest son, 
upland containing acres lying in Scituate.

III. 
THOMAS AND HIS DESCENDANTS. 





Thomas Clapp 


Son of Richard Clapp, of England, and couala of Roger and Ed. 
ward, was born in Dorchester, England, in 1497. He came over 
to this country, probably, as already mentioned (sce page 91), in the 
ship which arrived from Weymoath (Eng.) on the 24th of July, 1633. 
The probability is that Thoews and Nicholas, and thelr cowsin Ed- 
ward, came over together, and John some time afterward. The 
nawe of Thomas Clapp appears, in 1634, on the Towa Records of 
Dorchester, whore his brothers Nicholas and John sottled, lived 
and dicd. After bis arrival in this couwtry, Thomas remained a 
few years in Dorchester, being admitted a8 a freeman there in 
1638, and then removed to Weymouth, Mass., probably with the 
intention of sottting there. Elis farm was ear what has since bees 
the residence of Flow, Christopher Webb, of that place. [lis eldest 
soe, Thomas, was bora there March 15, 1639, and was the Clapp who 
removed to Walpole (thea part of Dedham), and was the ancestor 
of the Clapps of that place. Farmer, in his Genealogical Register, 
saya that Thomas, senior, removed from Weymouth to Hingham, and 
from thence to Scituate; while Deane says he had grants of land i» 
Hingham, but never resided there. Whether he did remove thore or 
not, thore is Itthe doubt that it was his intention to do so when the 
grant of lands waa made to him. [fhe was an inhabitant of Scituate 
as carly a8 1640, as Deane saya, it is very unlikely that he ever 
took up bis residence in Hingham, a4 there is evidence of his beiay 
in Weymouth the year previows. Fle was Deacon of the Church in 
Scitmate in 1647, amd was warmly engaged in a theological contro. 
versy reapecting the form of Uaptism, which commenced about 1641, 
with the Rov. Charles Chanecey, then minister in Sciteste, but afer 
wards President of Marvard College.* Mr. Clapp waa owe of the

So little success has attended the efforts which have been made to 
trace the genealogical order of the family on the other side of the 
water, that the sphere of this book is necessarily coufined to the 
western continent and to the period since the beginning of the first 
systematic seitiement of New England by the puritans. Whatever 
result might accompany our endeavors to penctrate beyond that period 
is perhaps of small consequence to us, whose confidence and affections 
are planted chiefly on those of our progenitors who in this land of their 
adoption have given us the example of their faith, courage and virtue.

As far as is known, all of the name who emigrated to this country 
came over in the seventeenth century, and we have an authentic 
account of six who did so come. Of these, five were among the first 
settlers of New England, landing at Dorchester from 1630 to ‘40. The 
sixth landed at a later date on the southern coast. There is, however, 
a tradition among persons bearing the name and now living in various 
parts of the south and south-west, that their ancestor came from Hesse- 
Cassel in Germany, and settled in Philadelphia; but it seems most 
probable that all these are descendants of the sixth above mentioned, 
the only one of the name who is known to have settled outside of 
New England. There are also many bearing the name now living in 
different parts of Canada, who have a tradition that their emigrant 
ancestry consisted of three brothers who came from Wales during the 
earlier settlement of New England; but, perhaps, could their genenlo- 
gy be traced back, it would attach finally to one of the six emigrants 
. above mentioned. There is no doubt that all were of the same stock 
in England, but it cannot now be explained just how the first five are 
connected with the sixth. Of the parentage of those who settled in 
Dorchester, all that is known is centred in two individuals, the imme- 
diate progenitors, viz.: Richard Cpe of Dorchester, England, and 
his brother, name unknown, who lived in ombe, a small town 
situated near the western coast of England, twelve miles from Exeter, 
and having, in 1831, a population of only 448. Many of the children 
of Richard Clapp and his brother left their native country with those 
earnestly religious men who felt themselves oppressed and hindered 
in growth by the Established Church, and desired an unoccupied field 
and a virgin soil where their principles might expand without danger 
of corruption from impure surroundings. As they were all in com- 
fortable circumstances in England, there could have been no induce- 


ntent but one of principle to tempt them to choose a wilderness for 
their future homes.

III. 
THOMAS AND HIS DESCENDANTS. 





Thomas Clapp 


Son of Richard Clapp, of England, and cousin of Roger and Ed- 
ward, was born in Dorchester, England, in 1497. He came over 
to this country, probably, as already mentioned (see page 91), in the 
ship which arrived from Weymouth (Eng.) on the 24th of July, 

The probability is that ‘Thomas and Nicholas, and their cousin-Bd- 
ward, came over together, and John some time afterward. The 
name of Thomas Clapp appears, in 1634, on the Town Records of 
Dorehoster, where his brothers Nicholas and John settled, lived 
and died. After his arrival in this country, Thomas remained a 
few years in Dorchester, being admitted as a freeman there in 
1638, and then removed to Weymouth, Mass., probably with the 
intention of settling there. His farm Was near what has since been 
the residence of Hon. Christopher Webb, of that place. His eldest 
son, Thomas, was born there March 15, 1639, and was the Clapp who 
removed to Walpole (then part of Dedham), and was the ancestor 
of the Cla that placé. Farmer, in his Gencalogical Register, 
says that Pocimia. scnior, removed from Weymouth to Hingham, and 
from thenee to Scituate; while Deane says he had grants of laud in 
Hingham, but never resided there. Whether he did remove there or 
not, there is little doubt that it was his intention to do so when the 
grant of lands was made to him. If ho was an inhabitant of Scituate 
a8 early as 1640, as Deane says, it is very unlikely that he ever 
took up his residence in Ilingham, as there is evidence of his being 
in Weymouth the Year previous. He was Deacon of the Church in 
Scituate in 1647, and was warmly cngaged in a theological contro- 
versy respecting the form of baptism, which commenced about 1641, 
with the Rev, Charles Chauncey, then minister jn Scituate, but aler-

informing them that a reconciliation had taken place after a con- 
troversy of 33 years. Mr. Clapp was a Deputy to tho Court in 1649, 
and overseer of the poor in 1667, that being the first year such offi- 
cers were chosen. Ilo was a useful and enter rising man. He diod 
April 20, 1684, greatly respected. His farm in Scitaate was on the 
south-west of Stockbridge’s mill-pond, and afterwards owned by 
Calvin Jenkins. Who wife was has not been ascertained, ex- 
cepting that her christian name was Abigail. 

Richard Sylvester, who lived in Weymouth about 1640, held doc- 
trines too liberal for the age in which he lived; they were supposed 
to be similar to those of lis minister, Mr. Leuthial, whose doctrine 
was “that all baptized persons should be admitted to the church. 
without further trial.” This Mr. Lenthial afterward retracted before 
the General Court of Massachusetts; but Sylvester refusing, he 
was disfranchised, and therefore removed into Scituate, then in the 
Plymoath Colony and out of their jarisdiction. As Thomas Raw- 
lins, Thomas Clapp, James Torrey and William Holbrook went to 
Scituate about the same time, Deane supposes it was on account of 
holding similar opinions.

Thomas* removed and settled in Dedham; he lived 
in that portion which was afterward incorporated as Walpole, the 
incorporation pf which took place in 1724. He was a housewrighs 
by trade, and dicd previous to Jan. 29, 1691, when bis Will was 
proved. He was married to Mary Fisher, Nov. 10,1662. The late 
Elisha Clapp, and Charles Clapp, of Bath, Me., had the impression 
(and so have it recorded) that Thomas* died in 1703, and was 
the first person buried in the Walpole burying-ground, and this ap 
pears to have boen the prevailing idea in Walpole; but it was his son 
Thomas’ who died in 1703-4, I have taken great pains in looking 
up this branch, and find that all who preceded me had omitied one 
family of children, those of Thomas 2d, of Dedlam.

Not much is found about Joseph Clapp. Scituate Vital 
Records say “Benjamin, son of Joseph, was born 26 April 1710." 
He married and lived, probably on Black Pond Hill in Scituate, 
where he had land. His son Deacon Joseph, and his grandson 
Elijah, afterwards lived in the same place. The name of his 
wife is not found. (W.G. Davis)

Samuel Clapp, with Thomas King and Theophilus Witherell, 
two of his neighbors living near the North River, and Ephraim 
Little and John Rogers of Marshfield, was engaged in trade with 
the West Indies, the owner of the "good barque called the 
Adventure, of burden about forty tun." 


He also had a grist-mill and saw-mill where the 
Stockbridge Mills have since stood. President Thomas Clapp of 
Yale College was his grandson. 


Samuel Clapp was a selectman of Scituate in the decade 
which followed the year 1682, and served as representative of 
Scituate in the General Court of the Plymouth Colony 1680 - 
1686, 1690, 1691 and after the Massachusetts and Plymouth 
Colonies had been united, in the General Court of Massachusetts 
1692 - 1696, 1699, 1703 - 1705, 1707 - 1709, 1714 and 1715. 


He was constable before 1671 and inspector and viewer of 
whales in 1690. He laid out the first turnpike from 
Middleborough and Bridgewater to Boston, and acted as one of 
the two commissioners appointed by the General Court to levy 
and assess the tax for the French and Indian War. 


He was annually chosen one of the “committee to view the 
work at the castle", when the reconstruction of that 
fortification in the inner harbor of Boston, eas put in charge 
of the engineer William Wolfgang Romer. ; 


In 1695, with the Treasurer of the Province and the 
famous John Walley he was appointed to report to the Privy 
Council in London “what quantities of Pitch, Tar, Rozin, 
Planke, Knee Timber and other Naval Stores for the use of his 
Majesty's Royal Navy etc. the Government here may undertake to 
send yearly to England." 


He also had a part in framing the legislation which was 
enacted in 1705 to prevent the debasing of the colonial 
currency. 


He was one of the committee chosen 27 May 1686 by the 
town "to draw up their, and impart their apprehensions to the 
town" concerning the new laws that day read to them. In 1682 
he was one of the commissioners to settle the boundary between 
Scituate and Marshfield; also to divide the line between the 
Conihassett grant and Scituate.

When Thomas Clapp's son Eleazer died in 1676 the papers 
dealing with the probate of his estate indicate that his only 
heirs by intestacy were his brothers Thomas and Samuel. As 
brothers and sisters of the half-blood did not inherit under 
the common law we can therefore say with certainty that Thomas, 
Samuel and Eleazer Clapp were sons of one mother, their 
father's first wife. The two children of the third wife, 
Abigail, are duly recorded in the vital records of Scituate. 
This leaves three children, Increase, Prudence and Elizabeth, 
all mentioned in their father's will who are with strong 
probability to be assigned to an unknown second wife. 


Deacon Clapp died in Scituate 20 April 1684. His will, 
made the day before his death, was proved 4 June 1684. He 
States that he is “in ye 87 yeer of my age," but this is an 
exaggeration or an error of ten years. To his wife Abigail he 
left the use and profits of all his houses and lands and his 
orchard for life, with strict injunction against waste, also 
L10 in silver in the hands of his son Samuel Clapp, also two 
feather beds and their furnishings, the best brass kettle, a 
skillet, an iron kettle, an iron pot, two pewter basins, four 
pewter platters, six napkins, a table cloth, twelve trenchers, 
a long chest, two boxes and as many other small things as she 
desired up to the value of 30s. She was to have three cows, 
six sheep and a horse, which after her decease were to be 
divided among her children. To his son Thomas Clapp, all his 
apparel, both linen and woolen, his shoes, stockings and hats, 
and a double portion of the lands after Abigail Clapp's death. 
To his son Samuel Clapp, two committee lots and a single 
portion of the lands. To his son Increase Clapp, two young 
cattle and a single portion of the lands. To his daughter 
Elizabeth King, L7, the best brass pan, a bed and its furniture 
and a single portion of the lands. To his daughter Prudence 
Clapp, two cows, the second brass pan, a feather bed and its 
furniture, L7 in moveables and a single portion of the lands, 
and she to have her residence in his house until his wife's 
death. To his daughter Abigail Clapp. L5, two cows and a 
Single portion of the lands. To his grandchild Elizabeth, a 
sheep and a lamb. Executors: sons Thomas Clapp and Samuel 
Clapp. Appraisers appointed in the will: friends John Briggs, 
Nathaniel Tolden, John Buck Sr. Witnesses: John Wetherell, 
Israel Turner. The inventory contained property valued at 
L351. 


In 1630 Thomas Clapp's kinsman Roger Clapp of the 
neighboring parish of Salcombe Regis, Co. Devon, went to New 


England, the forerunner of a large group of family emigrants. 
About the first of May in 1633 a ship left the port of Weymouth 
for the voyage to America. Governor Winthrop recorded that she 
arrived at Boston on July 24, "with about 80 passengers and 12 
kine, who sate down at Dorchester. They were 12 weeks coming, 
being forced into the Western Islands by a leak, where they 
stayed three weeks and were very courteously used by the 
Portugals." 

Weymouth was the convenient port for east Devon and it is 
reasonable supposed that among the voyagers who enjoyed an 
unexpected stay in the Azores were Thomas Clapp, his brother 
Nicholas, and his sisters Barbara, Redigon and Prudence, the 
latter the wife of their kinsman Edward Clapp, all of whom were 
soon afterward in Dorchester, where Roger Clapp had settled. 
Their younger brother John followed a few years later. 


Thomas Clapp's name appears on the Dorchester records in 
1634, and in 1638 he was a freeman of the town. By 1639 he had 
moved on to Weymouth where he stayed only briefly, possibly due 
to a theological controversy in the town at that time. He was 
listed as a freeman in Scituate in 1644, admitted in 1645, and 
in that same year served as constable. He purchased a farm of 
24 acres from Mr. Timothy Hatherly in 1645. United with the 
first church he became its deacon in 1647. He was deputy to 
the Plymouth General Court in 1649 and the town's overseer of 
the poor, the first appointed , in 1667. 


Eleazer Clapp 11/21/93 01936-cC.BIO 


Eleazer Clapp removed to Barnstable, being admitted an 
inhabitant there between 1660 and 1670. He was killed in that 
desperate battle with the Narragansett Indians of March 15, 
1676. He fought under command of Captain Michael Pierce of 
Scituate. It was a bravely contested and sanguinary battle, 
and out of 70 whites and friendly Indians, 63 were killed. 

This fight took place in the town of Rehoboth. The whites and 
their company killed about three times their number of Indians. 


The Clapp Memorial

The will of Nicholas Clapp of Venotry in the County of 
Devon was made on his death-bed 12 Mar 1631, and proved on 29 
Mar 1631. He gave to the poor people of the parish of 
Sidbury 10s. and to the poor of Venotry 3s 4d. To Jane Clapp, 
Thomas Clapp, Barbara Clapp, Radagond Clapp, John and Ambrose 
Clapp, his children fourscore pounds each from the profits of 
his lands and tenenents in Venotry, to be paid at the rate of 
19 pounds a year. If any child died before a time of payment, 
his share to be equally divided amongst the others. He made 
arrangements for prepayment if any of the four youngest 
children “shall be willing to putt themselves to any arte or 
trade." To Elizabeth, his wife, a feather-bed performed (i.e. 
furnished), six pewter dishes, potts and a middle pan of brass, 
a chest, two coffers and the use of other household stuff for 
her life. To son Thomas, his third best pot of brass. To each 
of his daughters Jane, Barbara and Redagon, a brazen pan. To 
his son Nicholas Clapp, a pewter dish. Residue to Richard 
Clapp, his eldest son and heir, to whom he gave his lands and 
tenements in Venotry. Executor: son richard Clapp. Overseers: 
his sons-in-law Francis Pile and Hercules Searles to each of 
whom 21s. Witnesses: Nicholas Putt, Wm. Winter, Christopher 
Whitmore. 


The above is from "The Ancestry of Joseph Neal" by Walter 
G. Davis. He makes note at the bottom of page 89: "The Clapp 
Memorial" by Ebenezer Clapp, Boston 1876, contains a vast 
amount of genealogical and biographical material about the 
Clapp emigrants and their descendents. It must be used with 
discrimination, however. All genealogies contain errors of 
fact and judgement, but quite naturally this is particularly 
the case with publications of an early date."

The yoeman family of Clapp was living in the Devonshire 
parish of Sidbury as early as 1333 when Roger Clappe was listed 
in a subsidy, and Clapp's hill is still a place name in the 
parish after the lapse of six centuries. Unfortunately, the 
parish registry of Sidbury has been destroyed by fire so that 
it has been impossible to determine the exact relationship 
which the Clapps who were living in the parish in the late 16th 
and early 17th centuries bore to each other. A few Clapp wills 
in the various probate courts of Devonshire had been abstracted 
before the Registry at Exeter was totally destroyed in the 
blitzkrieg, but they do not serve to make a proven pedigree of 
any great length. 


Davis' Ancestry of Joseph Neal

Christian Clapp of Sidbury, County Devon was born about 
1540. The name of her husband is not known. She had an only 
son, Nicholas Clapp, and as Peter Clapp of Sidbury, Husbandman, 
who made his will in 1622 mentions his brother Nicholas Clapp, 
there is a possibility that Christian's husband had had an 
earlier wife who was the mother of Peter Clapp and his brother 
Robert Clapp whom Peter also names in his will. In 1555, a 
William Clapp of Sidbury, but living in the parish of Harforde, 
made a will leaving legacies to the two children of his son 
Richard, who appears to have been his only son. Possibly 
Richard Clapp could have been the husbandof widow Christian, 
but it is safer to begin the pedigree with her. 

In her will she bequeaths to the poor of Sidbury, to her 
god-children, to god-daughter dwelling at Broadclist, "one 
petecotte with browne charmlet bodyes." To Mary Clapp, a gown. 
To Elizabeth Clapp, my son Nicholas his wife, my cloak. To 
Prudence Clapp, Ann Crutchet and Ann Windsam, all my linen 
apparell to be equally divided. To Ann Windsam, my featherbed, 
a bolster, a red coverlet and the mattress. To Prudence Clapp 
my cupboard at Pynhill and a tableboard and a brazen pan. To 
aforesaid Ann Windsam L10 to be employed for her benefit and if 
she die before twenty said L10 to remain to Prudence Clapp. To 
my daughter Eyde Crutchett, L10. To Richard Clapp, my son 
Nicholas his son, one chest. To Ellen Lee, my kirtle. To Ann 
Windsam, a brazen pan, a crock and my coffer. Residue to son 
Nicholas Clapp executor. Witnesses: Wm. Ebdon, James Taylor; 
Inventory taken August 9, 1608 by William Warren, John 
Southwood, Thomas Searle, Thomas Edbon.

—Humphrey Turner was on the 1633 freeman list, and on 18 May 1633 he sold his right to a 
piece of land near the Plymouth fort to Josias Winslow for £8 (PCR 1:13). He probably moved to 
Scituate about this time, for he was one of nine men with a house there when Lothrop arrived in 
September 1634. Turner was an original member of the church Lothrop formed on 8 January 
1634/35, Turner's daughter Mary was baptized at Lothrop's house on 25 January 1634/35, and his 
wife joined the church on 10 January 1635/36 (NEHGR 10:42, 9:279-81). In 1638 he was among 
those fined for nonappearance at court, in his case paying three shillings for each of the three 
times he failed to appear (PCR 1:104). On 5 January 1635/36 he was elected constable of 
Scituate for the first of several times (PCR 1:36, passim). He did not go to Barnstable with the 
Lothrop group, and on 30 November 1640 Turner, Mr. Timothy Hatherly, and Edward Foster 
were appointed to apportion new land to such people of Scituate as they thought fit (PCR 1:168). 
On 2 June 1640 Tumer was elected a deputy for Scituate (PCR 1:155), and he often served on 
juries. By trade he was a tanner, and on 18 January 1643/44 James Till of Scituate was found 
guilty by the court of having received from Mr. Hanbury two hides to be delivered to Humphrey 
Tumer for tanning, but selling them to Joseph Tilden instead (PCR 2:68). He made his will 28 
February 1669, sworn 5 June 1673, and named his oldest son John Turner; his son John Tumer 
the younger; his sons Joseph, Daniel, Nathaniel, and Thomas Turner, his daughters Mary Parker 
and Lydia Doughty; his grandchildren Humphrey Turner and Mary Doughty; the sons of his 
oldest son, Jonathan, Joseph, and Ezekiel Turner, and the daughter of his son Nathaniel, Abigail 
Turner (MD 24:42). He was one of very few men having [p.365) two living sons with the same 
name, and it is likely that they were by different wives, although no second wife is known. 
Torrey called his only known wife Lydia (?Gamer). Turner's son John the older married Mary 
Brewster, daughter of Jonathan? Brewster, and his son John the younger married Ann James. 
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LYDIA GAYMER, THE WIFE OF 
HUMPHREY TURNER OF SCITUATE

The origins of Humphrey Turner, one of the first settlers of Scituate in 
Plymouth Colony, have been the subject of considerable research, Several 
authors, beginning with Samuel Deane in his 1831 History of Scituate"! have 
speculated on the date of Humphrey's arrival and the part of England from 
which he came. Deane states that Humphrey arrived in Plymouth in 1628 
but no primary sources have been found to support that Some have said 
that he came from Kent or Devonshire; others have found it more probable 
that he came from Essex. 

The numerous primary source records for Humphrey's family in 
Plymouth Colony have been recently summarized in The Great Migration 
Begins." A Scituate land record!! establishes that Humphrey's wife's name 
was Lydia. Deane stated that her surname was Gamer, and others have 
repeated that tradition without presenting documentation to support it. 
The best available evidence from Plymouth Colony records indicates that 
the first four Turner children, named John, (young) John, Thomas, and 
Lydia, were born probably before their parents’ arrival in New England.) 

The first evidence of Humphrey's origin to be found in England was 
published in 1943:!5! a record of the baptism of Lydia, daughter of 
Humphrey Turner, in Little Baddow, Essex, in 1630. By itself, this baptism 
has not been considered adequate to establish Humphrey's origin. Records 
have now been found in parishes close to Little Baddow which provide 
strong evidence that Humphrey did indeed come from Essex and that his 
wife was Lydia Gaymer of the parish of Terling, 

The four pertinent records, personally transcribed by the author from 
photocopies of the original registers, are as follows (dates are Old Style):

Neither Humphrey as a first name, nor Gaymer (Gamar, Gamer) as a 
surname was common, so it seems unlikely that more than one couple 
named Humphrey Turner and Lydia Gaymer existed in England at that 
time. Given the fact that John and Lydia were the names of three of the four i 
children of Humphrey and Lydia who are believed to have been born in 
England, the above records make it fairly certain that we have located the 
English origins of the Humphrey Turner family of Scituate. The fact that 
this part of Essex County was the home of numerous other early emigrants 
to New England lends further credibility to the identification.

Lydia Gaymer and Humphrey Turner were married in the parish of 
Sandon.

Scotland in order to obtain a quick wedding as the rector of Sandon, the 

Reverend Gilbert Dillingham, was only too ready to oblige.

Between 1615 and 1635 the Reverend Dillingham married no fewer than 

511 couples, including a daughter of the rector of Chelmsford, using an 

assumed surname, as apparently did lots of others. The parson un- 

doubtedly grew fat on the wedding fees. 


Assuming that Lydia was born after the baptism of her next okder sib- 
ling, she was about seventeen years old at the time of her marriage.

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Lydia probably emigrated to Plymouth Colony with her husband and 
four children about 1632, then removed to Scituate by 1634.'*! She was 
presumably the “Goody Turner” who joined the Scituate church 10 January 
1635/6.'"4! She bore at least seven children!) — the last recorded baptism 
was that of Nathaniel, 10 March 1638/9. Lydia is last visible on July 1669, 
when she gave her consent to a deed of her husband giving land in Scituate 
to two of their children. 

A recent history of Little Baddow!” states that the town had a flourish- 
ing tanning industry “possibly from the middle ages, but certainly in the six- 
teenth century and first part of the seventeenth.” A tanner by trade"! 
Humphrey owned a tannery in Scituate. 

Another Scituate connection to Little Baddow was William Vassall, who 
had chikiren baptized there in 1627 and 1628, Vassall was in Massachusetts 
briefly in 1630, returned to England, then became a resident of Scituate from 
1635 to 1646," 

It is hoped that additional records will turn up in nearby parishes to, 
shed more light on this family — baptismal records of Humphrey and two 
more of his English-born children are still to be discovered. A Turner couple 
living in Terling at the time of Humphrey’s birth, John and Joan (Lily) 
Turner, had seven children baptized there between 1579 and 1594. Four of 
those seven were John, Joseph, Nathaniel, and Thomas, names also given 
by Humphrey and Lydia to their children. As Humphrey's birthdate is 
estimated to be about 1594-95, there is a possibility that he was a member of 
this family.

1. THomas Wuirte, a yeoman of the parish of West Quant- 


oxhead, co. Somerset, was probably born about the year 1570 
in that ‘parish although there is no record of his baptism in the 
parish register which begins with the year 1558. He was pos- 
sibly a son of that George Whyte of West Quantock who was 
listed in the Muster Roll of 1569 as an “ableman” and the pos- 
sessor, with others, of two pair of “almain rivets,” and who was 
buried December 26, 1615. On October 11, 1596, Thomas Whitt 
and Joan Cooksley were married in West ‘Quantoxhead. Thomas 
White was the only man of his surname in his parish to appear 
in the Subsidy List of 3 Charles I (1628). He was buried in his 
home parish on February 15, 1630. Joane Whitt, ‘widow, was 
buried there in 1636, it being the last entry made in that year 
which makes it probable that she died in March, 1636/7. 

Cooksley is a rare West Quantoxhead name and Joan Cooks- 
ley’s baptism is not recorded there. A Robert Cooksley was 
buried in the parish in 1558 and a John Cooksley baptized in 
1588, but possibly the Cooksleys had their home in a neighbor- 
ing village. In the Somerset Subsidy of 3 Charles 1, two Cooks- 
leys appear, Richard Cookesley of Brompton Regis and es 
liam Coakesley of Halse.

Timothy Hatherly, as very probably White had also, and that 
they were married by “Maister Ginnings.” His name is on the 
list of Scituate men able to bear arms in 1643, he was propound- 


éd as freeman on June 5, 1644, and on the same day took the 


oath as constable of Scituate. 


and which he mortgaged to Joseph Tilden on June 8, 1654, to 
secure the payment of fifty-four bushels, three pecks of wheat 
and thirty-two bushels of barley by October 21, 1654. The mort- 
gage was discharged in full court. It was probably for part of 
the purchase money of this land that Mr. Richards sued White 
in 1644 and obtained a verdict of £4: 10: 0. White and his wife 
Elizabeth sold this farm to William Randall on December 22, 
1658, Elizabeth releasing her dower on December 12, 1660.

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White’s name appears frequently in the court records. A dif- 
ference between him and Richard Lambert was referred to arbi- 
tration in 1641, and he was fined for an assault on William 
Holmes in that year. On June 4, 1645, he was granted the cus- 
tody of a “man child about 5 years of age” until he should 
reach the age of twenty-four unless the father should return 
and pay for his keep. The boy was a son of one Thomas Rid- 
dings who had come to Scituate a year previously and had left 
the child at White’s house when he departed, with fair promises. 
In the same court White sued William Hatch, Sr. for assault — 
apparently the Elder had forgotten himself—and won a ver- 
dict of £20. 

In 1650/1 White was presented for travelling from Wey- 
mouth to Scituate on the Lord’s day, but was “cleared.” Eliza- 
beth Randall was fined for telling a lie to White’s detriment in 
1653/4, while in 1657/8 he paid for telling a lie about Mr. 
(Joseph) Tilden. He was a member of a jury of inquest on the 
death of Richard Man, who was drowned, in 1655. Ensign John 
Williams sued him for debt in 1661 and Mr. Joseph Tilden in 
1663/4. Williams won a verdict of £11 and Tilden one of £6. 

White died before March 3, 1664/5, when Timothy and Jo- 
seph White presented an inventory, taken by James Cudworth 
and Isaac Buck, of his estate, which they were appointed to ad- 
minister on March 9. The estate was small, only £59, and there 
was no land listed.*

In 1670 he served the town as constable and accused Thomas 
Hart of stealing. John Rouse, Samuel Hiland’s servant, was

White 35s. in 1670/1, and in 1673 Joseph Truant of Marsh- 
field sued him for freight conveyed to Boston and won a ver- 
dict. He was a member of two juries of inquest in 1678, investi-

Joun Rocers was one of the inhabitants of Scituate listed 
as able to bear arms in 1643. He took the Oath of Fidelity in 
Scituate January 15, 1644(5). He may possibly be the John 
Rogers who proposed to take up his freedom in the Plymouth 
Colony September 7, 1641, and who was admitted March 1, 
1641/2. He presumably came from England with his wife Fran- 
ces and several children, but nothing certain is known of his 
origin or his life before his appearance in Scituate. He moved 
to Marshfield in 1647. His son John Rogers signed a deposition 
in Plymouth court on September 29, 1699, in which he says that 
in or about the year 1647 his father John Rogers lived on a lot 
of land between the land of Thomas Hicks and the land of John 
Stockbridge, adjoining Hicks’ swamp, that about 1647 being 
about to move out of Scituate his father sold his house and 
lands to Thomas Simons and did so move, and that the deponent 
who lived with him many years had never heard him lay any 
claim to the said land after he removed from it.* 

In 1651 John Rogers of Marshfield was fined for vilifying 
the ministry and bound to good behavior in the sum of £20. He 
was fined for not attending town meetings in 1649, 1651-1653. 
Probably he had Quaker sympathies. He died in 1661. 

John Rogers, Sr., of Marshfield made his will February :. 
1660. It was proved June 5, 1661, on which day his widow ex- 
hibited an inventory which had been taken on February 3. He 
left “to my wife francis Rogers all my lands and housing on 
which I live with all the meddow adjoyning to the land unto the 
Creeke During the time of her life and at her Deceasing to my 
son John Rogers . . . and my son John Rogers Junir when 
hee or his heires Come to enjoy the said lands and housing to 
pay his sister Ann hudson five pounds sterling and to Mary and 
abigaill Rogers ten pounds sterling apiece.” To sons Joseph 
and Timothy Rogers, “all my land and meddow that Lyeth on

To daughter Ann, ten shil- 
lings, and to Mary, my daughter, one yearling, and to my 
daughter Abigail one yearling, and to my grandchild Gorg 
Russell one cow calf.

Come of the age of twenty and one years then to enjoy theire 
lands.” Executrix: wife ffrancis Rogers. Witnesses: Anthony 
Eames, William Maycumber, Mark Eames, Richard Beare. 

On June 3, 1665, William Brett of Bridgewater, sometime 
of Duxbury, made oath that some years past he sold to John 
Rogers of Marshfield, now deceased, all his lands, meadow and 
upland lying at Matakesit which had been given him by the 
town. On June 23, 1665, William Witherell acknowledged that 
he had sold to John Rogers, Sr., now deceased, ten acres of 
upland lying on the north-west side of Nemassekeetpit brook.® 

‘The widow Frances Rogers married Walter Briggs of Scitu- 
ate and was a legatee in his will made January 16, 1676/7, and 
probated June 4, 1684. Administration on the estate of Fran- 
ces Briggs, widow, of Scituate, was granted to her sons John 
Rogers and Joseph Rogers on October 14, 1687.

In the Quaker records under the date 27: 2 mo. 1681 is a state- 
ment by Rogers that the constable Joseph Waterman came to 
his house with a warrant from the magistrate John Alden de- 
manding the “rates to the priest Samuel Arnold of Marshfield 
which I would not pay for conscience sake.” The constable seized 
a stecr in payment, and again in 1683 two platters and two 
porringers were seized. The persecution of the Plymouth colony 
Quakers was, however, mild compared to that suffered by their 
co-religionists in Massachusetts Bay. In 1692 meeti were held 
at his house because of the illness of his wife Elizabeth. Either 
he or his son John was selectman of Marshfield in 1692. In a 
deposition of June 16, 1713, his age is given as seventy-nine or 
thereabouts. 

John Rogers made his will May 9, 1718, and it was proved 
June 24, 1718.

CLAPP 


The yeoman family of Clapp was living in the Devonshire 
parish of Sidbury as early as 1333 when Roger Clappe was 
listed in a subsidy, and Clapp’s hill is still a place name in the 
parish after the lapse of six centuries, Unfortunately, the par- 
ish register of Sidbury has been destroyed by fire so that it has 
been impossible to determine the exact relationship which the 
Clapps who were living in the parish in the late sixteenth and 
early seventeenth centuries bore to each other. A few Clapp 
wills in the various probate courts of Devonshire had been ab- 
stracted before the Registry at Exeter was totally destroyed 
in the blitzkrieg, but they do not serve to make a proven pedi- 
gree of any great length.* 

1. Cunistiax Ciapp of Sidbury, co. Devon, a grandmother 
when she made her will in 1608, was probably born about 1540. 
The name of her husband is not known. She had an only son, 
Nicholas Clapp, and, as Peter Clapp of Sidbury, husbandman, 
who made his will in 1622, mentions his brother Nicholas Clapp, 
there is a possibility that Christian’s husband had had an ear- 
lier wife who was the mother of Peter Clapp and his brother 
Robert Clapp whom Peter also names in his will. This theory is, 
of course, dependent on Christian’s son and Peter’s brother be- 
ing the same man. In 1555 a William Clapp of Sidbury, but 
living in the parish of Harforde, made a will leaving legacies to 
the two children of his son Richard, who appears to have been 
his only son. One may hazard a guess, based purely on time and 
place, that Richard Clapp was the husband of our widow Chris- 
tian, but the family may have, in the interval between 1333 (or 
earlier) and 1555, produced very distantly related branches 
even in the same parish, while the wills show that in the neigh- 
boring villages there were in the sixteenth century many other 
representatives of the name. It is safer to begin our pedigree 
with the lone widow. 

Christian Clapp of Sidbury, co. Devon, widow, made her will 
July 25, 1608, and it was proved August 12, 1608, by the ex- 
ecutor Nicholas Clapp of Sidbury. She bequeaths to the poor 
of Sidbury. To her god-children. To god-daughter dwelling at 
Broadclist, “one Petecotte with browne charmlet bodyes.” To 
Mary Clapp, a gown. To Elizabeth Clapp, my son Nicholas his

2. Nicnoras’® Crarr (Widow Christian’) was presumably 
born in Sidbury about the year 1575. He was living there in 
1608 when he proved the will of his mother. The last years of 
his life were spent, however, in the neighboring parish of Venn 
Ottery, co. Devon. His wife, Elizabeth , mentioned in the 
will of her mother-in-law in 1608, he probably married about. 
1603. He was buried in Venn Ottery on March 14, 1631, and 
“his Wife survived him only ten days, being buried on March 24, 
1631. 
"The will of Nicholas Clapp of Venotry in the County of De- 
von was made on his death-bed March 12, 1631, and proved on 
March 29, 1631. He gave to the poor people of the parish of 
Sidbury 10s. and to the poor of Venotry 3s. 4d. To Jane Clapp, 
Thomas Clapp, Barbara Clapp, Radagond Clapp, John and 
Ambrose Clapp, his children, fourscore pounds each from the 
profits of his lands and tenements in Venotry, to be paid at the 
rate of nineteen pounds a year. If any child died before time 
of payment, his share to be equally divided amongst the oth- 
ers. He made arrangements for prepayment if any of the four 
youngest children “shall be willing to putt themselves to any 
arte or trade.” To Elizabeth, his wife, a feather-bed performed 
(i.e. furnished), six pewter dishes, potts and a middle pan of 
brass, a chest, two coffers and the use of other household stuff 
for her life. To son Thomas, his third best pot of brass. To each 
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of his daughters Jane, Barbara and Redagon, a brazen pan. 
To his son Nicholas Clapp, a pewter dish. Residue to Richard 
Clapp, his eldest son and heir, to whom he gave his lands and 
tenements in Venotry. Executor: son Richard Clapp. Overseers: 
his sons-in-law Francis Pile and Hercules Searles, to each of 
whom 21s. Witnesses : Nic Putt, Wm Winter, Christopher Whit- 
more.*

8. Tuomas’ Ciarr (Nicholas, Widow Christian’) was pre- 


—gumably born in Sidbury, co. Devon, about 1609. In 1678 he 


testified that his age was “about 69 yeares.” In 1630 his kins- 
man Roger Clapp of the neighboring parish of Salcombe Regis, 
co. Devon, went to New England, the forerunner of a large 
group of family emigrants. About the first of May in 1633 a 
ship left the port of Weymouth for the voyage to America. 
Governor Winthrop recorded that she arrived at Boston on 
July 24, “with about 80 passengers and 12 kine, who sate down 
at Dorchester. They were 12 weeks coming, being forced into

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the Western Islands by a leak, where they stayed three weeks 
and were very courteously used by the Portugals.””’ Weymouth 
was the convenient port for east Devon and it is reasonably 
supposed that among the voyagers who enjoyed an unexpected 
stay in the Azores were Thomas Clapp, his brother Nicholas, 
and his sisters Barbara, Redigon and Prudence, the latter the 
wife of their kinsman Edward Clapp, all of whom were soon 
afterward in Dorchester, where Roger Clapp had settled. Their 
younger brother John followed them a few years later. 

Thomas Clapp’s name appears on the Dorchester records in 
1634, and in 1638 he was a freeman of the town. By 1639 he had 
moved on to Weymouth but his stay there was a short one. 
Weymouth was in the throes of theological controversy. The 
local parson, Mr. Lenthal, believed that all baptized persons 
should be admitted to the church without further trial. For this 
liberal heresy he was called to account by government and 
retracted, but one of his chief adherents, Richard Silvester, was 
steadfast and, on being disenfranchised, moved to Scituate in 
the more tolerant colony of Plymouth. Thomas Clapp was 
one of a group of Weymouth men, including Thomas Rawlins, 
James Torrey and William Holbrook, who left Weymouth for 
Scituate at about the same time, and possibly for similar rea- 
sons. 

In Scituate Clapp was propounded freeman on June 6, 1644, 
and admitted June 4, 1645, and in the latter year he served as 
constable. He purchased a farm of twenty-four acres from Mr. 
Timothy Hatherly in 1645. Uniting with the first church he 
became its deacon in 1647 and remained loyal to Rev, Charles 
Chauncey, his pastor and the future president of Harvard Col- 
lege, when a large portion of the congregation abandoned him 
to form a second parish where infant baptism, disapproved of 
by Mr. Chauncey, could be practiced. Happily Clapp lived to 
be a member of the committee of reconcilement which reunited 
the parishes in 1675 in a somewhat less controversial age. He 
was Scituate’s deputy to the Plymouth General Court in 1649, 
and the town’s overseer of the poor, the first appointed, in 1667. 

It is probable that Thomas Clapp was married three times, 
the names of the first two wives being unknown. His third wife 
was Abigail (Wright), widow of Robert Sharp of Muddy River. 
Sharp died in 1655. After Clapp’s death she married Capt. Wil- 
liam Holbrook of Scituate. When Clapp’s son Eleazer died in 
1676 the papers dealing with the probate of his estate indicate 
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that his only heirs by intestacy were his brothers Thomas and 
Samuel. As brothers and sisters of the half-blood did not in- 
herit under the common law we can therefore say with certainty 
that Thomas, Samuel and Eleazer Clapp were sons of one moth- 
er, their father’s first wife. The two children of the third wife, 
Abigail, are duly recorded in the vital records of Scituate. This 
leaves three children, Increase, Prudence and Elizabeth, all men- 
tioned in their father’s will, who are with strong probability to 
be assigned to an unknown second wife. 

Deacon Clapp died in Scituate April 20, 1684, His will, made 
the day before his death, was proved June 4, 1684. He states 
that he is “in ye 87 yeer of my age,” but this is an exaggera- 
tion or an error of ten years. To his wife Abigail he left the use 
and profits of all his houses and lands and his orchard for life, 
with strict injunction against waste, also £10 in silver in the 
hands of his son Samuel Clapp, also two feather beds and their 
furnishings, the best brass kettle, a skillet, an iron kettle, an 
iron pot, two pewter basins, four pewter platters, six napkins, 
a table-cloth, twelve trenchers, a long chest, two boxes and as 
many other small things as she desired up to the value of 30s. 
She was to have three cows, six sheep and a horse, which after 
her decease were to be divided among her children. To his son 
Thomas Clapp, all his apparell, both linen and woolen, his shoes, 
stockings and hats, and a double portion of the lands after Abi- 
gail Clapp’s death. To his son Samuel Clapp, two committee 
lots and a single portion of the lands. To his son Increase Clapp, 
two young cattle and a single portion of the lands. To his 
daughter Elizabeth King, £7, the best brass pan, a bed and its 
furniture and a single portion of the lands. To his daughter 
Prudence Clapp, two cows, the second brass pan, a feather bed 
and its furniture, £7 in movables and a single portion of the 
lands, and she to have her residence in his house until his wife’s 
death. To his daughter Abigail Clapp, £5, two cows and a single 
portion of the lands. To his daughter Mary Tilden,* three 
sheep and two lambs. To his grandchild Elizabeth, a sheep and 
a lamb. Executors: sons Thomas Clapp and Samuel Clapp. 
Appraisers appointed in the will: friends John Briggs, Nathan- 
iel Tilden, John Buck, Sr. Witnesses: John Wetherell, Israel 
Turner. The inventory contained property valued at £351.+

He was one of the Conihasset partners of 1646. In 1650 
he bought the farm of William Richards for L75. 


His wife, Elizabeth Ward came to New England in the ship 
"Increase" of London in 1635. 


Gawan White was baptized 23 May 1607, West Quantoxhead, 
Co. Somerset. (He was possibly named for Gawen Evans, the 
parson's son, who was baptized at West Quantoxhead 28 Oct 1581, 
entered Oxford University in 1604 aged 22, and became rector of 
his native parish in 1617.) 

He married Elizabeth Ward on 15 Sep 1638, in Plymouth 
Colony. He had left England before May 1637. Elizabeth had 
been servant of Mr. Timothy Hatherly, as very probably White 
had also. They were married by “Maister Ginnings.” His name 
is on the list of Scituate men able to bear arms in 1643, he 
was propounded as freeman on 5 June 1644, and on the same day 
took the oath as constable of Scituate. 

He died before 3 March 1664/5 when Timothy and Joseph 
White presented an inventory, taken by James Cudworth and Isaac 
Buck, of his estate, which they were appointed to administer. 
The estate was small, only 59 pounds, and there was no land 
listed. 


Gawen White, in 1648 a planter, was one of the group of 
Scituate men known as the Conihasset partners to whom Mr. 
Hatherly deeded his great Conihasset property of many square 
miles. Mr. Hatherly had been one of a number of London 
merchants to whom Conihasset had originally been granted, and 
he had bought out the interest of the others. The farm which 
Gawen White acquired in the division between the partners he 
presumably gave to his son, Timothy. The family homestead, 
however, was the house and land, 45 acres of upland and 30 
acres of marsh, which White had bought of William Richards and 
which he mortgaged to Joseph Tilden on 8 June 1654, to secure 
the payment of 54 bushels, 3 pecks of wheat and 32 bushels of 
barley by 21 Oct 1654. The mortgage was discharged in full 
court. It was probably for part of the purchase money of this 
land that Mr. Richards sued White in 1644 and obtained a 
verdict of L4:10:0. White and his wife Elizabeth sold this farm 
to William Randall on 22 Dec 1658, Elizabeth releasing her 
dower on 12 Dec 1660. On 1 June 1664, White sold to John Otis 
and Thomas Woodward what seems to have been the last of his 
land, 60 acres which he had bought from William Gilson. 

White's name appears frequently in the court records. A 
difference between him and Richard Lambert was referred to 
arbitration in 1641, and he was fined for an assault on William 
Holmes in that year. On 4 June 1645, he was granted the custody 
of a “man child 5 years of age" until he should reach the age 
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of 24 unless the father should return and pay for his keep. 
The boy was a son of one Thomas Riddings who had come to 
Scituate a year previously and had left the child at White's 
house when he departed, with fair promises. In the same court 
White sued William Hatch Sr. for assault ( - apparently the 
Elder had forgotten himself - ) and won a verdict of L20. 

In 1650/1 White was presented for travelling from 
Weymouth to Scituate on the Lord's day, but was "cleared". 
Elizabeth Randall was fined for telling a lie to White's 
detriment in 1653/4 while in 1657/8 he paid for telling a lie 
about Mr. Joseph Tilden. He was a member of a jury of inquest 
on the death of Richard Man, who was drowned in 1655. Ensign 
John Williams sued him for debt in 1661 and Mr. Joseph Tilden 
in 1663/4. Williams won a verdict of L11 and Tilden one of L6.

White, J.B. Ancestors of John Barber White. 
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A yoeman of the parish of West Quantoxhead Co. Somerset, 
was probably born about the year 1570 in that parish although 
there is no record of his baptism in the parish register which 
begins with the year 1558. He was possibly a son of that George 
Whyte of West Quantoxhead who was listed in the Muster Roll of 
1569 as an “ableman" and the possessor, with others, of two 
pair of “almain rivets", and who was buried 26 Dec 1615. 

On 11 Oct 1596, Thomas Whitt and Joan Cooksley were 
married in West Quantoxhead. Thomas White was the only man of 
his surname to appear in the Subsidy List of 3 Charles I 
(1628). He was buried in his home parish on 15 Feb 1630. 

Joane Whitt, widow, was buried there in 1636, it being 
the last entry made in that year which makes it probable that 
she died in March 1636/7. 

The parson of West Quantoxhead neglected to name the 
parents when he entered the baptism of a child, but from the 
internal evidence of the register it is fairly certain that the 
following were the children of Thomas and Joan White; Richard, 
Agnes, George, Gawen, Avice, Gabriel, Alice, Joan. 


Joan Cooksley was married in West Quantoxhead, Co. 
Somerset, 11 Oct 1596 to Thomas Whitt. Cooksley is a rare West 
Quantoxhead name and Joan Cooksley's baptism is not recorded 
there. A Robert Cooksley was buried in the parish in 1558 and a 
John Cooksley was baptized in 1583, but possibly the Cooksleys 
had their home in a neighboring village. In the Somerset 
Subsidy of 3 Charles I, two Cooksleys appear, Richard Cooksley 
of Brompton Regis and William Coakesley of Halse. 

Joan White of West Quantoxhead, Co. Somerset, widow, made 
a nuncupative will, declared a little before her death and 
proved on 2 May 1637. To her eldest son Richard White she left 
20s. To her son Gowan White "if he were living, " 12d. To her 
daughter Agnes, her best petticoat. Residuary legatee and 
executrix; her daughter, Alice. Witnesses: John Cambear, 
Alexander Wither. The inventory was taken on 7 Jan 12 Charles 
I, by Richard Edments, Richard Lukes, John Slococke, Hugh Downe 
and Samuel Cooksley.
